Bill Arp Takes a Trip Through a Rich 


and Fertile Land.

Well, I thonght I-had seen rich, fertile Jand 
and big timber before, but I am free to say I 
never saw anything in Texas or elsewhere to 
compare with the recion E have just been over, 
Going from Memphis to Forrest City, a dis- 
tance of thirty miles, the traveler sighs, and 
wonders if this is Arkansas—a more miserable 
swamp cannot be found, but thatds the end of 
it. You there reaeh Crowley’s. ridge, which 
extends northward from Helena for a hundred 
miles, and marks the break between swamp 
and table land. I went from Forrest City to 
Helena, a distance of 45 miles, and from there, 


on the continent. Itis not prairie, and never 
wasinthe memory of man. I suppose that 
half of it has been cleared, and thecleared 
land alternates with the gece forests 
that stand up grand and majestic, and 
happily has noundergrowth. There is a dig- 
nity about these forests that I have never seen 
) The big treesare not close togeth- 
er but at stately distances. ‘he hunter can 
ride all dav in the chase and the teamster who 
hauls logs to the saw mill or staves to the de- 
pot does not have to cut his way or take any 
particular route. Itis all a beautiful sylvan 
scene. These lands average a bale of cotton 
to the acre without fertilizers and with but 
little cultivation. From sixty to seventy-five 
bushels of corn is considered a fair crop,though 
I heard an old Mulhattan say that the corn 
stalks used to grow so big that the bears 
climbed them, and he had pulled many a cub 
out of the shuck. There is a world of cotton 
made on these lands, and ninety per cent of it 
is made by negro labor. They work when they 
please and quit when they please. They will 
go to town every Saturday and glory in a rainy 
day so that they can go ‘again. They 
pay five dollars an acre for the 
rent of the land, and as there 38 
nobody else to rent it and labor is not abun- 
dant, they have their own way tend much, 
I'am assured that they do not really work more 
than about four nfonths inthe year. The mer- 
chant who advanoes to them will sell a seventy- 
five dollar mule for a hundred and take.a lien, 
and he hardly ever loses his debt. Cotton is 
everything here. This nice little town of 
Marianna, with only 1,000 inhabitants, handles 
about twelve thousand bales, and that is not 
half the product of the county. Here are nice 
churches, pleasant homes, goed schools and a 
happy prosperous people, and it all comes 
from cotten—nothing else’ but cotton. The 
landlords most all live in the townsor the lit 
tle villages along the railroads. The negroes 
occupy the country. It is a notable fact that 
negro labor, uncertain and unreliable as it is, 
is the source of all the wealth of this beautiful 
region. Just let them have 
exodus all of a sudden, and 
business, all Povey would collapse 
like a balloon that had burst. The negro is 
still a great factor in southern homes and south- 
ern industries. -He is still the servant of the 
white man and is happy and contented in that 
service, They are fat and slick and greasy, and 
can laugh-louder and show more pearly.teeth 
than anybody. They know no want or suffer- 
ing, they ask no pity, and the commiseration 
of philanthropists for their condition is alto- 
gether wasted. I wish the white race had 
something of their contentment and cheerful- 
ness. Now, these landlords who generally live 
in the towns and villages along the railroads 
own from 160 to 2,000 acres of land and all 
they have to do is to watch the labor and either 
persuade or drive it,and thén collect their 
rents out of the cotton. The merchant who 
advances does the same thing, and so the en- 
tire commmnity thrives and prospers. Here is 
Forrest City, which is only seventeen years 
old and handles ten thousand bales, and every- 
thing islively. Helena handles nfty thousand 
bales and has electric lights and oil mills and 
an ice factory and aleviathan saw mill and 
other industries, and will soon havea street 
railway. This was the home of General Hind- 
man and Pat Cleburh, and they are buried here 
among the confederate dead, 

It is a novel sight to a Georgian to see these 
towns on the last day of the week. It is not 
the black Friday but the black Saturday. The 
streets and sidewalks and stores are crowded 
Old negro women, who look 
like the fat, greasy cooks of the olden times, 
have their little stands at the street corners 
where they sell sandwiches and cakes and 
chicken and ham and boiled eggs allday. It 
reminded me of the olden time when on mus- 
ter days and court week and election 
days, the gvod old§ women had ginger 
cakes and pics and simmon _ beer 
and they sat up in 4a litile one 
horse covered wagon with the hind gate let 
down for a shelf, and they wore great ruffled 
caps and spectacles and had their knitting 
with them and made the needles fly when 
they haduo customers. Howsweet and lovely 
the ginger cakes were to us children. 

Dear o!d mother Tutton, what a good angel 
she was to the little folks, for if we didn’t 
have the money she would ditide a big fat 
ginger cake among us. I know that she is in 
heaven. In those days our smallest piece of 
money was called a thrip, and when folks 
spoke of anything morally certain they would 
say it is just as shore asa thrip is for a ginger 
cake. Thegenial Bob Martin, the first re- 
porter of our supreme court, said with a sigh of 
regret, ‘Oh, why does old age paralyze our 
sweetest pleasures. I would give five hundred 
dollars if a ginger cake tasted as good to me 
now as it did when I was a boy.’’ 

I met Judge Sanders at Forrest City, and 
took a liking to him of course, for I couldn’t 
help it. Heisalearned judge, and presides 
over that circuit with great dignity and abil- 
ity. I thought I was using my best grammar 


as I discoursed him, but when I said Arkansas - 


instead of Arkansaw he looked surprised and 
alarmed. ‘‘Don’tsay that any more, major, if 
you value your life. They kill strangers out 
here for that. In fact, heey killed so many 
that the legislature has passed a law defining 
the true pronunciation, so that everybony 
might know it and not put themselves in 

eril, The ‘Askansaw traveler’ is part of our 
iistory, our traditions, our ‘lares arid penates,’ 
but the ‘Arkansas traveler’ is not tolerated. 
It is like saying ‘school butter’ in the olden 
time. It provokes a difficulty. It is like say- 
ing ‘ither’ and ‘nither.’ So 1 thought I would 
put you on your guard.’”’ Well, I expect he 
saved my life, and shall always feel grateful 
to him, 

The Arkansas of today is not the same it was 
forty and fifty years ago. Likeold North Caro- 
lina and Alabama, it is fast coming to the 
front. It has been cleared yp and drained. 
The malaria has been driven away. Beautiful 
villages dot the railroads all along the line, 
and a more cheerful, healthy people I never 
saw. Speakimg of the children, an old settler 
said tome: ‘Look at their lips—look at their 
lips—don’t you see there is blood in them, but 
it didn’t use to be so. You can always tell a 
malarious country by looking at the lips of the 
children.” At Forrest City there was a huge 
black bear that had just been brought in from 
the up conney and all the boys in town both 
black and white gathered around to tease and 
frolic with him. There is plenty of game here 
yet and hunting parties find good sport now 
and then.

Next to nothing. It took the street cars, on an 
average, forty-five minutes to bring a passenger 
from the exposition grounds to the city. The 
special trains will bring a passenger from Chau- 
tauqua in less time. Special trains will be 
run every day on the block system, which 
clears the road fcr miles in either direction 
and makes accident impossible. The eighteen 
miles can be easily run in thirty minutes, as 
their will be no stops made by the special. 

So that a man for fifty cents, which is less 
than the exposition cost, can go to the Cha- 
tauqua, spend a day, enjoy all its treats and 
return to Atlanta by ten o’clock at night, los- 
ing less time in going and coming than was 
lost last winter in going to and from the ex- 
position, and at less expense. 

It is one of the rules of the Chautauqua that 
all exercises shall close by 9 o’clock, which 
would put the passengers into Atlanta in time 
for the last street cars. At these prices 
and with these facilities there will be 
many days when Atlanta will send ten thou- 
sand people to the Chautauqua. 

LUT HOW ABOUT LIVING THERE? 

That will be made cheap. A restaurant is 
being built to seat one thousgnd people. In 
the upper story are sixty’ bedrooms which will 
be rented for fifty centsa night. The restau- 
rant wiil have a complete bill of fare and at 
such prices that a person can easily live on a 
dollar a day or Jess, if two meals will suffice. 

A great many cottages will be built both 
by the Chautauqua company and by private 
parties, in which a family can live, do its own 
cooking and make its expenses high or low. 
These cottages will rent for about ten to fifteen 
dollars a month, giving the tenants the privi- 
lege of restaurants if desired. 

Two hundred tents will be put up, made in 
the best style, divided into rooms with plank 
floors, and flies and verandahs. These will be 
rented at about fifty cents a day, or eight to 
ten dollars aimonth. At all the Chautauquas 
the tents are the most popular. They will be 
placed convenient to the restaurant and will 
be cool and delightful in summer. Dr. Vin- 
cent lives in a tent at Chautauqua, and prefers 
it to any of the cottages or hotels. 

For those who desire it  thero 
Sweetwater Park hotel, the 
sumptuous and luxurious hotel at any 
Summer resort in the country. soard 
With rooms at Sweetwater will run from 
$15 to $25, and without rooms from ten to 
twelve dollars a week. There are a number 
of smaller and cheaper hotels, all convenient 
to the Chautauqua grounds, at which board 
can be had at alinost any price. 

THE PUBLIC SALE OF LOTS. 

Such in brief are the plans for the Piedmont 
Chautauqua. The specifications for the build- 
ings, Which are surprisingly handsome, are in 
the hands of the contractors, and bids will be 
opened Tuesday at twelve o’clock. All con- 
tracts specify that the work must be finished 
by July first. In about three weeks there will 
be a public sale of lands. Fifty acres within 
the Chautauqua enclosure are being platted 
in lots of fifty to one hundred feet each, and 
will be sold to those who desire to build. 

The Piedmont Chautauqua will be the great 
southern resort this summer, and those who 
get rooms and accommodations or cottages 
very early will be wise and fortunate.

The board of aldermen 
passed a resolution allowing the display of 
any flag from the city bui‘ding, which resoiu- 
tion the mayor promptly vetoed. In doing so 
he wrote a letter in which he de- 
fended his position, and _ pitched into 
the Jrishmen and the sons of Irishmen 
$n amost spirited manner, aflirming that he 
thought it was as little as citizens of foreign 


birth, who came to tiis country, could do, to 


acknowledge the flag of the country whose 
protection they sought. 

At the last meeting of the board, Alderman 
Pat Divver jumped to his feet before the mes- 
gage was half read, and moved that the fnr- 

her reading be dispensed with, ‘fas we have 

een insulted enough by the mayor, and this is 
too much.”’ Alderman Downing bitterly at- 
tacked the mayor, saying among other things: 
“Jt is enly sixty years ago that a shop which 

to9od where Thurber’s is to-day had a sign on its 
8 that was not an Irish nor a German flag and 
mot an American flag, but it was that emblem above

BELLEFONTANE, Ohio, April 28.—A terrible 
accident occurred at Pushsylvania, in this 
county, last night. A school exhibition was 
in progress in Brookman’s hall, situated in the 
second story of a brick buildimg.

THE BRIDGE AT DUBLIN, 


What the Chief of the Engineers Has to Say 
About it. 
Special Correspondence, 

WASHINGTON, April 26,—The chief of engi- 
neers iu connection with the proposed bridge 
over Oconee river at Dublin says that “‘a con- 
tinuous bridge cannot be erected over the 
Oconce river at this point without serious in- 
jury tonavigation. The clear height above 
extreme high water of the lowest member of 
such a bridge should not be less than thirty 
feet, and this would necessitate very expensive 
approaches. A draw span will be needed, and 
this should be located in mid-channel, giving 
a clear width for. navigation on each side, be- 
tween piers,-at mean low water of eighty 
fect. 

“The approved project for the improyement 
of the Oconee river contemplates such im- 
provement between its mouth at the junction 
of the Ocmulgee river and the town of Mil- 
ledgeville, and although little or no commerce 
now takes place above Dublin no further ob- 
struction of this section of the river should be 
permitted, unless the project for its improye- 
ment shall be abandoned.” 

The committee on commerce of the Louse 
has amended Mr, Clements’ measure author- 
izing the Chattannooga, Rome and Columbus 
railroad company to construct a bridge across 
the Coosa river or bridges across the Ooste- 
naula and Etowah rivers at or near Rome, by 
providing for a bridge across the Oostanaula 
alone. The character of the bridge is not pre- 
scribed in the measure, but as the plans thereof 
must be approved by the secretary of war the 
interests of navigation will be fully protected, 

Hon. Henry G. Turner, as a member of the 
committee on the revision of the laws, is op- 
pesed to the measure prepared by that com- 
mittee to authorize by constitutional amend- 
ment the election of United States senators by 
the people. He says the measure, however 
well intended, implies distrust of the states as 
states, and that in his opinion the states, being 
trusied to make the laws which define and 
protect the great body of our rights, lives, lib- 
erty, and property, should not be interfered 
with in the respect named. In addition, he 
argues that the framers of the constitution 
thought the states were sovereigns, entitled, 
when the federal system was formed, to havea 
separate branch of congress to which they 
could in their own way send their ambassadors, 
and that it was for this reason that the senate 
was created. As to the suggestion that sena- 
tors are not actuated by a sense of responsi- 
bility sufiiciently acute, based on their sup- 
poe distance from the people, he answers 

1at whatever the fact may be in this respect 
the house of representatives, which is chosen 
directly by the people for a term of two years 
only, ought to afford the proper remedy. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Colman has re- 
ceived from the Georgia agent of the depart- 
ment a report in which he says: “The past 
year was an unusually favorable one for all 
species of live stock, and that the complaints 
of the prevalence of fatal diseases have been 
far less than usual. The winter was milder 
than the average, and the stock are in better 
condition in reference to that cause of damage 
than an average.” 

The department gives the following esti- 
mates of the losses of the season: 

Horses lost, 2,201, or two per cent of whole 
nuinber, 110,060; cattle, 28,088, or three per 
cent of all, 936,259; sheep, 22,117, or five per 
cent of 442,274; swine, 115,064, or seven and a 
half per cent of 1,554,189. 

As to the condition of winter grain, the state 
agent reports ; 

“The conditions have been favorable for 
small grain, and very few reports of infenor 
condition have been received. The indications 
at present are that more than an average crop 
of wheat, rye and oats will be harvested, 
Damages from the Hessian fly are rarely 
worthy of serious consideration in this state. 
The general outlook for farmers is better than 
usual.” : 

The committee on claims have made a favor- 
able report on the measure for the relief of the 
Piedmont railroad company, which permits 
them to enter suitin the court of claims against 
the government for the amount to which it Is 
entitled for the use and occupation of its prop- 
erty after the war. It will be remembered 
that the military authorities seized the eos. of 
the great southern trunk line which it ¢ aimed 
had been built by the confederate government, 
but ultimately gave it up, as it was proved to 
be private property. But no return was made 
of the earnings of the road during the time it 
was in possession of the military, and it is this 
accounting which the company seek. 

The statistics collected by the senate show 
that there are fourteen federal soldiers in the 
charitable institutions of Georgia because of 
their poverty. 

Tho senate committee on postoffices have re- 
ported a measure allowing J. A. Wilson, post-

W Sanders. On entering the 
room, Mr. Hysler was discovered 
lying on the bed in his night apparel. Hig 
body was still warm but life extinct. Coroner 
Hodnet was sent for and a jury empaneled, 
who rendered in a verdict that the Teotaned 
came to his death from congestion. Doctor 
W.C. Gibson was the examining physician 
and stated that the congestion was the cause 
of death. Mr. Hysler up to time seen last 
made no complaint of feeling unwell, but re- 
marked that he felt unusually well.

Time hung wearily with 
the president, and ashe walked through the 
hospitals or rode amid the tents, his rueful

however, squads and then hundreds, and later 
thousands of prisoners, of high and low de- 
gree, came from the front, and we all began to 
realize from what we saw of their condition, 
and what the prisoners themselves to!d us, 
that the confederacy was crumbling to pieces. 

Amongthe captured were Generals Ewell, 
Custis, Lee and Barringer, who became the 
guests of myself and wife, I being at the time 
commander of post, and right well did they en- 
joy the only good square meals that had glad- 
dened their eyes and their palates for many a 
long day. 

General Barringer, of North Carolina, was 
the first toarrive. He was a polished, schol- 


_arly and urbane gentlemen, scrupulously re- 
, garding the parole I had exacted from him,

and deeply sensible and appreciative of my 

poor efforts to make him comfortable. 
Hearing that Mr. Lincoln was at City Point, 

the general one day begged me to give him an 


| opportunity to see him as he walked or rode

through the camp, and happening to spend 
that evening with the president in the tent of 
Colonel Bowers, Grant’s adjntant-general, 
whohad remained behind to keep up commnu- 


| nication with the armies operating across the 


James river, I incidently referred to the re- 
quest of General Barringer. Mr. Lincoln im- 
mediately asked me to present his compli- 
ments to the general, and to say he would like 
very much to seo-him, whispering to me in his 
quaint and jocose way: 

“Do you knowl have never seen a live 
rebel genera) in fall uniform.” 

At once communicating the president’s wish 
to General Barringer, I found that ofticer much 

mbarrassed. He feared I had over-stepped 
the bounds of propriety in mentioning his cu- 
iosity to see the northern president, and that 
Mr. Lincoln would think him a very imperti- 
nent fellow, besides which he was muddy and 
tattered and torn and not at all presentable. 
teassuring him as best I could, he at last 
sought those embellishments which a whisk, 
ablacking brush, and a comb provided 
and we walked over to headquarters, where we 
found the president in high feather, listening 
to the cheerful messages from Grant at the 
front. 

I formally presented General Barringer, of 
North Carolina, to the president of the United 
States, and Mr. Lincoln extended his hand, 
warmly welcomed him and bade him be seated. 
There was, however, only one chair vacant 
when the president arose, and this the south- 


| erner very politely declined to take. 


This left the two men facing each other in 
the center of the tent, the tall form of Mr. 
Lincoln almost reaching the ridge pole as he 


slowly removed his eye-glasses, looked the gen-

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¢ was then about eight feet to one side of 
circular hole. He tunnelied in a few feet 
dug another shaft,closer to the cir- 
r hole, down’ to where he thought the 
child might be lodged. His object was to 
underneath the spot where the 
child was lodged, for it would have been fata] 
to have disturbed the earth wall of the ciren- 
lar hole above the child. Finally he tun- 
nelled toward the circular, and tapping he 
was surprised to find hiurself yet above the 
child. Hie was able then to reach down and 
tie a rope around the feet of the child and by 
the same device hold him secure there, but he 
dared not yet risk an attempt to draw him up 
for fear he might break down the crumbling 
wallsof the hole and of his tunnel and thus 
bury himself and the child alive. So he sank 
another and second smaijl shaft down a few 
fect yet further until he knew he was below 
the child. Under these circumstances the 
work had to be very slow. Stenson worked 
lixe a mole with trenches of sand ail around 
him, passing dirt out by handfuls. to Strallen 
in the first sinall shaft, and Strallen doing the 
same to Sheriff Enwood who was out in the 
main shaft. 

All this time Stinson, burrowed like a mole 
and literally working like a mole through so 
treacherous an element, could bear the child 
moaning faintly. Whenever a loose board 
rattled overhead he could feel the shock, and 
he did not know but that the walis of the shaft 
were coming in on him, and whenever the fu- 
rious wind which was then, on Monday morn- 
ing, raging over the earth’s surface. rattled 
down loose earth and pebbles on top of the 
child, it seemed to feel it. Indeed, the child 
seemed to be as sensitive to the least jar as 
Stinson was, for it would moan the stronger 
and more p:teously. The three men, unnerved 
by the horror of their situation, worked and 
wept, and the sun rose yet on Monday morn- 
ing with these men handing ont dirt by hand- 
fuls—practically burned ashes, and with no 
hand but that of God to trust to, to ever bring 
thein and the child to the earth’s surface again, 
Finally, by the most delicate manipulations, 
Stinson was at last able to grasp the child, and 
let himself and his precious’ burden into the 
main shaft. 

At 9:20 Monday morning, after the child 
had been in the well forty-eight hours about, 
Stinson was hauled up tw the top of the shaft 
with the child in hisarms. A hasty examina- 
tion of the child was made, when it was found 
to be not only alive, but bright of eye and con- 
scious, though very weak. Apparently it had 
slid down the circular hole slowly, rump first 
but was found with its ramp wedged into the 
top of the circular tubing set in the hole, its 
feet a little above its head, and its hands ex- 
tended some six or eight inches above its 
head. 

When the child was brought up to the sur- 
face the scene was indescribable. Stinson 
staggered, unnerved and exhausted, but very 
many of the 200 people there sank to the 
ground prostrated by emotion. There were 
no noisy demonstrations; the hearts of the 
crowd of lookers-on were too full for utter- 
ance. 

Aithough all the parties who helped so faith- 
fully are worthy of unstinted praise, yet, un- 
der the circumstances, it is natural that &éin- 
son especially, and his partners in the depth 
of What might have been their tom, sha3l4 
now be the heroes of the hour. While Stinson 
is lying at his home exhausted, his fellow- 
citizens are contributing to a fund for a testi- 
monial to be given to him. 
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Up to this moment the hard face of the pres- 
ident had that thoughtful, troubled expression 
with which those of us who knew him well were 
oniy too familiar, but now the lines melted 
away, and theeyes and the tongue both 
laughed. I cannot describe the change, th< ugh 
I still see it and shall never forget it. It was 
like a great sudden burst of sunshine in a rain 
storm. 

“Well! weil! exclaimed the great and gcod 
man, burying for the moment all thought of 
war, its cares, its aspcerities, and the frightful 
labor it had imposed upon him; his heart well- 
ing up only to the joyous reminiscence 
which the meeting brought to him. 

“Well! well!’ said he, ‘‘do you know that 
that brother of yours was my chum in con- 
gress. Yes, sir, we sat at the same desk, ate 
at the same table. He was a whig and so was 
I. He was my chum, and I was very fond of 
him. And youare his brother,eh? Well! 
well! shake again.’”’ And once more in the 
pressure of his great hand his heart went out to 
this man in arms against the government, 
simply because his brother had been his chum 
and was a good fellow. 

A couple more chairs by this time had been 
added tothe scant furniture of the adjutant- 
general’s tent,and the conversation drifted 
from Mr. Lincoln’s anecdotes of the pieasant 
hours he and Barringer had spent together, to 
the war, thence to the merits of military and 
civil leaders, north and south, illustrated here 
and there by some appropriate story, entirely 
new, full of humor and sometimes of pathos. 

Several times the general made a movement 
to depart, fearing he was availing himself too 
lavishly of Mr. Lincoln's affability, but each 
time was ordered to keep his seat, the presi- 
dent remarking that they both were prisoners, 
and he hoped the general would take some 
pity upon him and help him to talk about the 
times when they were both their own masters 
and hadn’t everybody criticizing and abusing 
them. 

finally, however, General Barringer arose, 
and was bowing himself ont, when Mr, Lin- 
coln once more took him by the hand, almost 
affectionately placed another hand upon his 
shoulder, and inquired quite seriously: 

*Do you think I can be of any service to 
"OU ee 

Not until we had all finished a hearty laugh 
at this quaint remark did the president realize 
the innocent simplicity of his inquiry, and 
when General Barringer was able to reply 
that ‘if anybody can be of service toa poor 
devilin my situation, I presume you are the 
man.’ Mr. Lincoln drew a blank card from 
his vest pocket, adjusted his glasses, turned up 
the wick of the lamp, and sat down at General 
Bower’s desk with all the serious eartnestness 
with which you would suppose he had attached 
his name to the emancipation proclamation. 

This was, however, all assumed. He was 
equipping himself and preparing us for one of 
his little jokes. While writing he kept upa 
running conversation with General Barringer 
(who was still standing and wondering) to this 
effect: 

“I suppose they will send you to, Washing- 
ton, and there I have no doubt they will put 
you in the old Capital prison. I am told 
it isn’t a nice sort of a placeand am afraid 

‘ou won't find -it a very comfortable tavern; 
yut I have a powerful friend in Washington— 
he’s the biggest man in the country—and I be- 
lieve I have some influence with him when I 
don’task too much. NowI want you to send 
this card of introduction to him, and if he 
takes the notion he may put you on your pa- 
role, or let up on you that way or some other- 
way. Anyhow, it’s worth while trying.’’ 

And then very deliberately drying the card 
with the blotter, he held it up to the light and 
read it to us in about the following words: 

‘This in Gemral Barringer, of the southern 
army. He is the brother of a very dear friend 
of mine. Can you do anything to make his 
detention in Washington comfortable as possi- 
ble under the circumstances. 

“A. LINCOLN, 

“To Hon. Edwin M. Stanton, 

“Secretary of War,’’ 

Barringer never uttered a word. I think he 
made an effort to say, ‘Thank you,’ or ‘‘God 
bless you,” or samething of that kind, but he 
was speechless, We both wheeled about and 
left the tent. 

After walking a few yards, not hearing any 
footsteps near me, and fearing Barringer had 
lose his way, I turned back and found this 
gallant leader of brave men, who had,won his 
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stars ina score of battles, “like ‘Niobe, all 
tears,’’ audibly sobbing and terribly overcome. 

He took my arm, and as we walked slowly 
home he gave voice ‘o as he: ry expressions of 
love for the great Lincoln as have been since 
uttered by his most devoted aud life leng 
friends. 

A few years afterwards I met the general 
socially in Philadelphia, and we went over 
this episode in his lise, as I have narrated it, 
and then, for a third time, his eyes filled as he 
told me how he had wept and wept at ‘the 
deep damnation of his taking off.”

gle, finished with lavish but tasteful bands. 
The bar and billiard room when finished will 
put to blush the tawdry finery of Stokes’s fa- 
mous Hoffman House Place. It is estimated 
that $100,000 will be spent in decorating and 
equipping the saloon alone. In this part of 
the Alcazar are the oflices of the hotel, fitted 
with asplendor to be compared only to the 
Ponce de Leon, 

Beyond the Alcazar proper come the baths. 
These are simply marvellous. There are huge 
marble rooms for the Turkish baths. Great 
concrete spacesin which an ordinary house 
might be placed, and enormous pools for the 
plunge. I believe the rooms and pools for the 
Turkish and Russian bath alone occupy more 
Space than the Markham house entire. 

But the wonder is yet to come. Back of 
these rooms is the sea bath. This is a stu- 
pendous cave of solid concrete, 184 feet in 
length, 84 feet across and from 4 to 30 feet 
deep. Do you get these dimensions? The 
builder who built the base of Bartholdi statue 
declares that the ruins in Rome show no such 
masonry or concrete work, and that this bath 
stands without a precedent in sacred or pro- 
fane history. Into this cavernous depth Mr. 
Flagler wiil literally let the sea. Above it 
rise the three stories of the Alcazar, leaving 
the view clear, however, to the glass roof 90 
feet away, through which the tropical sun 
beats genially even in December. On 
the first floor are hundreds of 
drawing-rooms, just as at Cape May 
or Coney Island. On the floor above is a 
cafe, the tables so placed as to overlook the 
pulsing sea beneath. On the next are bache- 
lor quarters, fitted with the utmost lixury. 
Here a gentleman can leave his rooms in the 
morning in slippers and bathing suit—descend 
by elevator to the sea for a plunge or swim— 
can splash to music from a band suspended 
mid air above him—return one floor, and while 
he reads his morning paper eat such a 
breakfast as Delmonico could not surpass, and 
return to his room to dress for theday. About 
the bath and above it will be flowers galore in 
hanging gardens and terraces. 

After going over this amazing building, with 
its tennis courts, archery, grounds, bowling 
alleys, etc., with Mr. Flagler and Senator 
Cameron, a prominent New Yorker said: 

‘‘Now adda million dollars more to this and 
make a Monte Carlo. You will then have 
such a resort as wéll attact visitors from every 
quarter of the globe the year around.”’ 

“IT am too much of a Presbyterian,’ Mr. 
Flagler replied, “to establish a gambling 
house. BesidesI have a firm belief that if 
you give the American people wholesome, in- 
nocent and healthful amusement they will be 
satisfied. Ihave spared nothing to do this— 
but nothing shall carry me further than this.”’ 

The Ponce de Leon was built in eighteen 
months—the Alcazar will be built in less time. 
To spend $6,000,000 in building in less than 
two and a half years is a big undertaking. 

Ail the time Mr. Flagler has asked but one 
question: 

“Is it the best---the best that money can buy 
or ingenuity desire?” 

That answered, he said: ‘‘Buy!”? When he 
s away from St. Augustine he has photographs 
taken of the work every Saturday night, so 
hat he can see precisely how it has advanced . 
At first excuses were sometimes forwarded 
with the pictures. 

“I will have no excuses,’ ho replied. “I 
vant results.. lam tooold to deal with ex- 
cuses,’’ and after that no excuses were sent. 
He secures the best men, regardless of price. 
Ile heard ofa manwho made a business in 
Los Angeles of raising Asiatic plants. This 
was the man he wanted for his Zanzibar lilies 
and Nile plants. So he brought him over from 
California and installed him at the Alcazar. 
He paid over £100 a day for an orchestra for 
the Ponce de Leon, and hung a $6,000 Bridge- 
mon on his parlor Walls, though $1,000 would 
have bought a ehoicer picture. 

But has it paid? 

Yes. Contrary tothe expectation of every 
human being, except, perhaps, Mr. Flagler, it 
has paid. For sixty days this season people 
were turned away from the Ponce de Leon. 
Frequently one thousand people sat down to 
dinner, and the receipts for the sixty days were 
over $300,000, or $5,000 a day. The running 
expenses could not have been more than $2,500 
a day, and it is said $2,900 would cover every- 
thing. At the higher figure the profits for the 
sixty days would be $150,000, or six per cent on 
$2,500,000, the cost of the hotel. But for the 
thirty days preceding and the thirty days fol- 
lowing this fiush period there was an estimated 
profit of $1,000 a day—so that the profit of 
the hotel, which in this case means the rent, 
were not less than $200,000 for the season. 
With the Alcazar opened, the capacity of the 
enterprise will be doubled and its earning 
capacity more than doubled. 

The rates? Five dollars a day and upward. 
Eight out of ten visitors pay $5a day. The 
other two, taking private parlors or extra 
rooms, pay from $8 to $100aday. The suite 
of rooms engaged by Mr. Pulitzer were $650 a 
week. The Duke of Newcastle paid $580 a 
week for his rooms, ordered in an extra side- 
board, and keptthem while away two weeks in 

southern Florida. A lady paid $1,000 for two 
weeks for her apartments. The bridal cham- 
bers cost $40 a day—not a steep figure for the 
young folks. The price for dinner is $2—sim- 
ply because the boats and trains bring scores of 
sight-seers every day who take dinner, hear 
the concerts, explore the house from the pic- 
ture gallery and gardens to the shélfered roof 
below which and far away the ocean unrolls its 
thunderous majesty. 

Mr. Flagier said to me: ‘‘The Spaniards 
tried to do something with Florida. The 
French tried. Both failed. Now the Ameri- 
can Yankee proposes to try his hand.”’ 

And the Yankee is making things hum. 
Florida never kuew such prosperity—such full- 
ness and plentitude of prosperity—as this sea- 
son brought her. How much of this was due 
to the Ponce de Leon cannot be measured. 
Thousands upomthousands whose faces were set 
westward, were turned southward by the sto- 
ries of this ama#hg palace. What it has done 
this year it will double and treble next year. 
For with the Alcazar added—the whole enter- 
prise made perfect—-nowhere elise on this earth 
can the wayfarer live in such absolute luxury 
and enjoyment. 

W hat else of Mr. Flagler? 

Nothing. Except that he lives quietly at 
his New York homein winter and at Long 
Branch inthe summer. Atthe latter place 
he has a_ stable of fine _ trotters, 
a half-mile track, his trainers, his yacht, and 
his friends. He gives the summer to reeuper- 
ation—~and whether loafing at Long Branch or 
cruising through smiling seas, he gathers his 
friends about him. He is known far and wide 
for his charities and his general helpfulness. 
President Cleveland once said to-him, after 
studying Pence de Leon, wide-eyed with sur- 
prise: “The man who built this ought to be 
secretary of war of this republic.” 

“My politics forbid in the first place, Mr. 
President,”’ he replied, ‘‘and did they permit 
my inclination would not. But if I were a 
democrat and were your secretary of the treas- 
ury you would not long be troubled with a sur- 
plus if Itook a notion to gontinue building 
hoteis.”’ : 

And so Mr. Flagler goes quietly along. In 
spite of his double score of millions and his 
enormous investments in the north and west, 
his. heart is Inrgely s@t on the wonderful penin- 
sula that must in time become the winter sani- 
tarinm and tropical garden of the continent, 
The millions he has spent there are but an 
earnest of the millions to come, if they shall be 
necessary to prove that the “American yankee 
can rehabilitate whathas wasted under the 
hands of the Svaniards and French.”’ 

It will be safe to bet a horse to a hen, on the

How the Cattle Growers of 
New Mexico Live. 


ROUNDING UP AND BRANDING.

Sprincer, N. M., April 21.—Life on 4 
great cattle ranche in the far west, is 
quite different from what it has usually 
been painted. Picturesque cowboys in red 
flahnel shirts and _ silver-trimmed som- 
breros, wearing embroidered Mexican legzings. 
and wide belts bristling with revolvers and 
bowie knives, exist, principally, in the imagi- 
nations of the writers of dime novels or sensa- 
tional stories for the metropolitan press. The 
cowboy isa very interesting individual when 
you come to know him, and itis hard to con- 
ceive of a pleasanter way to spend a week than 
on some of the big ranchesin central New 
Mexico. 

To the north of the town from which I 
write is located a large “‘range,’’ owned by 
Kansas City and Chicago people. The near- 
est postofiice is Wagon Mound,. distant 40 
milesina bee line. A ‘‘range’’ consists of 
several ‘‘ranches,’’ each of which is owned by 
separate individuals. The ‘‘range”’ is con- 
troHed by an association whose officers are 
elected each year by the owners of the 
‘range’ constituting the “ranche.”’ 
The object of the association is to 
maintain prices, to capture thieves, to protect 
mutual interests of every kind and to divide 
the expenses of the ‘‘round-up,” ‘‘branding,”’ 
et cetera. Occasionally two or three ranche 
men consolidate interests and havea “range’’ 
of their own not controlled by any association, 
although such instances are rare, as ithas been 
demonstrated that the association, or co-opera- 
tive idea, is the best for all interested in cattle 


growing in New Mexico. Just north of the 
Wagon Mound ‘range’ and _ scepara- 
ted from it by a wire fence, 
is the ‘range’”’ owned by ‘‘Steve”’ 


Dorsey, of ‘‘star route’’ fame, and the Dwyers. 
The Dorsey range is very extensive, and has at 
least 20,000 head of cattle, besides many 
broncho horses. To the west, just across the 
mountains skirted by the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe railroad, is the Mora grant, now 
occupied by Ben Butleras a cattle and stock 
range. He, too, has many thousand cattle, 
and is reported to be making big money in the 
business. 

In order to fully comprehend the plan on 
which aranche is operated it is necessary to 
familiarize one’s self With the topography of 
this western country. Beginning at the gulf 
of Mexico the country rises, in a_ series 
of plateaus, like giant steps, until the Rocky 
mountains are reached onthe west, the Mis- 
sissippi river on the east, and the Missouri 
river onthe north. Each plateau is separated 
from the other by a wall of rock from twenty 
to one hundred feet high, called a ‘‘mesa.’’ 
This natural barrier is insurmountable, except 
in places—usually scores of miles apart—where 
some mountain stream has cut a channel 
through, and then, changing its bed, has left 
the former bed dry. These points of egress 
from one plateau to another, through or over 


the ‘‘mesa,’’ are termed  ‘‘arroyas.’’ 
It. will be seen at a giance_ that 
if the ‘‘arroyas’ are _ fenced across 
itis impossible for the cattle to leave the 


plateau as they cannot climb the 100-foot high 
“‘mesa’’ nor are they foolish enough to leap 
down to the next platean. 100 feet below. 
Each plateau, therefore, makes a range which 
is subdivided into ranches so situated that each 
ranche owner shall have water on his land suf- 
ficient for his stock. Frequently the plateau 
is so large that itis subdivided into several 
ranges, the dividing lines being of barbed wire. 
Wierever possible a canyon, wide and deep 
enougl: to be impassable by cattle, is chosen as 
a boundary, as this savesfencing. The cost of 
fencingisalarge item. Forinstance: the range 
[ visited is part of the Maxwell grant, and is 
separated from Dorsey’s ranche by a barbed 
wire fence, ninety miles long, extending from 
the Mesa, on the Mora grant (Ben Butler’s 
range), to the Wittle Canadian river. Each 
day two of the herders are expected to ride the 
entire length of this fence to see if any cattle 
have got caught or injured by the barbed wire. 
Occasionally an animal is found bleeding to 
death from its wounds, in which event the 
herder, or cowboy, dispatches the beast to end 
its misery, skins it and brings home the pelt, 
which is turned over to the owner of the ani- 
mal—the ownership being determined by the 
brand on the hide. 

The ranche owner,as 4 rule, hasacomfortable 
house—many of them have wives and child- 
ren,some have grown-up daughters in the 
east at Vassar and other educational institu- 
tions. Comfortable quarters ara provided for 
such of the herders as are not constantly in the 
field. One ofthe men at the Wagon Mound 
ranche has only slept once in a bed in five 
months, and in all that time has not eaten a 
single meal inahouse. Most of the herders 
take their provisions in tin cans and in their 
saddle bags. When hungry, they build a 
small fire, place a can of tomatoes in the blaze 
until the top melts loose. Then the tomatoes 
are devoured, the can washed out and a 
cup of ) 
in the- can. After this has 
been drunk the cowboy throws the can away 
and resumes his journey—he has dined. 
When provisions run low he not infrequently 
has to get along with one such meal a day, 
with coffee morning and night; this, too, 
while riding forty to sixty miles a day on 
broncbos, or unbroken horses. These hard- 


ships only occur, of course, at great intervals, 


such as during snow blockades in the moun- 
tains delaying provisions during a round-up, 
when the cowboy must bein the saddle from 
morning till night. 

Cattle are identified by means of brands and 
all unbranded cattle are termed mavericks. 
When such are found in the herd they are 
captured and sold tothe highest bidder, the 
proceeds of the sale being turned over to the 
association for legitimate expenses. Every 
man has his particular brand, and he ts sup- 
posed to mark all his colors. In addition to 
the brand the ears ofthe animal are clipped in 
such a peculiar manner as that the owner can 
recognize his stock by their earsif the brand 
be indistinguishable. This is rendered neces- 
sary by the factthat during a round-up, the 
cattle will frequently crowd so close together 
that it is impossible to pick out the different 
herds by tlieir brands, while it is quite prac- 
ticable to do so by the ear marks. 

Branding cattle is an interesting, though 
somewhat barbarous-looking, proceeding. As 
soon as a young calf is discovered, the cowboy 
mounts a trained horse and makes his way into 
the herd. By a skillful toss of his lariat he 
places a noose around the calf’s neck and the 
end of the lariat is twisted around the pummel 
of the saddle, and spurs are driven into the 
horse’s flanks. Off goes the maddened horse, 
and the poor, bewildered calf comes tumbling 
heels over head after him. When the camp- 
fire is reached, the calf is half strangled and 
treatment. 


haif insensible from its rough 
While in this condition, unable 
to struggle, it is seized by 


two cowboys and held on its side while the 
branding iron, at white heat, is taken from the 
fire by the third herder, who does the brand- 
ing. The “brand” usually consists of a long 
mark reaching from the calf’s head to its tail, 
supplemented by the owner’s initials, or brand- 
ing mark, thus:

When this has been burned into the skin, the 
calf is turned on its other side and the same 
marking is applied there. Its ears are then 
clipped to the shape adopted by the owner and 
the suffering victim is turned loose. It makes 
straight for its mother, who begins to lick It 
with her éongue, and in ten minutes the pat 
of the branding is gone, for itis a well known 
fact that the saliva of the cow removes the 
pain from the burn almostinstantly. It some- 
times happensthat a mistake is made in brand- 
ing a call; and the brand of the wrong owner 
is put on it. The brand of the ealf must, 
course, be identical-with that of the mother :

excitement of a “‘round-up”’ takes place. The

ain territory to see that no stray cattle are 
overlooked. When the various herds are con- 
gregated in one large drove they are kept to- 
gether by certain of the herders, selected {or 
that duty, mounted on trained horses. It is 
useless for any of the animals to attempt to 
escape, a8 the cowboy’s vigilance is never re- 
axed. Separating the marketable cattle from 
the others easy work. Each eow’s horns 
show the animal’s age. Those selected for 
market are separated from the main herd by 
one of the cowboys, who rides into the herd on 
J horse specially trained for this work. 
he _marked steer may endeavor 
to dodge again into the thickest part 
of the herd, but ateach turn finds itself con- 
fronted by the trained horse, who is guided en- 
tirely by the motion of the knees of its rider. 
Slowly the doomed animal is driven to the 
edge of the mass of cattle until it is possible 
for the other herders to surround it and drive 
1t into the “corral,” from whence itis 
driven to the stock pens, where it is led up an 
incline into the cars. A round-up occupies 
much time, especially when there are many 
mavericks’’ in the herd. 

At the conclusion of the round-up the cow- 
boys generally have a grand ball. he music 
is brought from the nearest fort, sometimes as 
far as ninety miles. Many of the herders ride 
100 to 200 miles to attend one of these balls, 
and the belles of the neighborhood receive in- 
Vitations to “ride over to the dance’ 100 miles 
away with as little thought of the fatigue in- 
cident thereto as a Peachtree young lady to a 
german at the Kimball. Ontheranche I have 
been visiting three of the cowboys rode sev- 
enty-nine miles to their sweethearts’ homes, 
carried the ladies eighty miles to the dance, 
then back next dayand home again the next 
night—a round trip of 318 miles in the saddle, 
with ten changes of horses. 

One of the largest ranches in New 
Mexico is owned by Colonel Reed, of Kansas 
City, a young man of about 28. When asked 
what protected his thousands of catttle from 
depredation, he replied: ‘*Courtesy.’”’ The law 
of politeness is the best enforced law in New 
Mexico today. Noman, whether he owns his 
land or simply ranges on government property, 
would, fora moment, take an unfair advan- 
tage of a neighbor. Courtesy reigns supreme, 
For instance, a stray steer found in the herd 
would be returned to its owner immediately,no 
matter if it cost a hundred miles of hard riding 
across the prairies. Again, it is known that 
sheep-raising ruins land for cattle grazing. No 


cattle will eat over land that has 
been previously oncppied by sheen. It 
would, therefore, Xe a breach of 


courtesy, fora man to raisc sheep on a range 
where the majority of ranchemen were raising 
cattle only, and rather than inconvenience his 
neighbors many a sheep man has moved his 
ranche. 

Once ina while a man turns up here who 
does not relish the prevailing customs, and 
thinks the “law of courtesy’’ very foolish. 
Such aman was Mr. Stevens, of Iowa, who 
settled near here a few yearsago. He bought 
his land, in the midst of a large cattle range, 
and commenced raising sheep. The neighbors 
told him this was not customary, and he mude 
the same remark about customs that the late 
Wm. H. Vanderbilt is said to have made about 
the public. A committee of directors of the 
Cattle Growers’ association waited on him and 
requested him to give up sheep-raising and go 
into the cattle business. He showed the com- 
mittee the door and informed them he wanted 
no interference in his business; that he had 
bought his land; he ‘‘didn’t care a blankety- 
blank blank for the association,’’ and they 
‘could put thatin their blankety-blank pipes 
and smoke it.’’ 

Two evenings later, Mr. Stevens was awak- 
ened near midnight and found his cabin filled 
with masked men—sixteen of them in all. 
The leader, John Goodman, was unmasked 
and represented the association. Mr. Stevens 
admitted he was somewhat surprised; inti- 
mated that the visit was untimely, and re- 
marked if there was any shooting to be done 
he ‘‘would be right there atthe shoot.’’ Mr. 
Goodman stated the object of the visit—the 
gentleman had kindly consented to assist Ste- 
venus to move into the next county. 

Mr. Stevens stretched out his hand to pick 
up his rifle, which stood by the bedside, but 
sixteen revolvers clicked ominously as the 
leader co lly said: ‘You'd better not do that,” 
and the rifle remained untouched. ‘We will 
give you ten miuutes to decide whether you will 
go or not,” was the proposition made by Colonel 
Goodman. Stevens replied he could answer as 
well then as ten minutes later; he ‘would see 
them all in hell before he’d go.”” Goodman 
took out his watch and waited ten minutes. 
“What is your decision Mr. Stevens?” he 
asked. 

‘“‘T say no. 

The words had scarcely left his lips before 
a lariat was thrown over his shoulders, and be- 
fore he could make a movement his arms were 
pinioned to his side and a dozen men were Car- 
rying him to the door, <A ‘‘broncho,”’ or wild 
horse of unusually powerful build, stood 
near the door in charge of three attend- 
ants. The end of the lariat was tied around 
the horse, the other end was passed around 
Mr. Stevens’s neck, while the ropes about his 
arms were tightened. ‘It was with difficulty 
the “broncho” could be kept quiet, and 
Stevens realized how they lynch people on 
the plains where trees are scarce. 

“We will give you three minutes, now, Mr. 
Stevens,’ said the leader. 

‘‘T__T believe I’ll move,’’ was the answer. 

The rope was untied. Willing hands packed 
the big wagon—which is part of every western 
outfit—with such household belongings 
as Stevens owned; six young horses were 
hitched to the wagon; the sheep were 
roused and started ‘ahead, and Mr. Stevens 
followed in the wagon. By daylight he was 
in the adjoining “mesa,’’ where the sheep 

rowers live, but he has never appeared in 
springer since that midnight ride, two years 
ago. This is a true story and Goodman is 
well known in Wagon Mound and Springer, 
while many will remember Stevens and the 
circumstanees under which he learned that 
“courtesy rules New Mexico,’’ to adopt one of 
the phrases of the country. 

This prevailing spirit renders it easy for the 
ranche owners, as a@ rule, to contro] the cow 
boys who, otherwise, would be difficult to man- 
age. Once in a great while one of the 
herders will become fractious’”’ in which event 
he is speedily punished, serving as an awful 
example. Cattle ‘thieves are lynched jwith- 
out compunction; “arope, one fend of gwhich 
is tied around the victim’s neck, the other end 
fastened toa broncho, does the business. It 
has an advantage, too, over the ordinary 
methods of hanging, in thatit saves the ex- 
pense of a funeral, for the broncho keeps on 
running until the remains of the unfortunate 
are strewn over many miles of prairie and he 
is, literally torn to pieces, the buzzards clean 
the bleaching bones. ‘The prospects of a death 
of this kind discourages cattle stealing. In- 
fractions of discipline or disobedience are also 
very promptly punished. 

ot long ago the foreman of a large cattle 
company h: Keccssien to dismiss one of his as- 
sistants. The man was about to make his way 
to the nearest railroad statien, and, to facili- 
tate his progress, helped himself to a horse 
without asking permission. The foreman saw 
him riding away, and, mounting a fast horse, 
overtook him and asked him to dismount. The 
man refused and drew a shotgun, but the fore- 
man got the dropoen him and shot him dead 
before he got his gun to his shoulder. Instead 
of making a fuss about it, the foreman loaded 
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the corpse into a wagon, drove to 
Springer and told the sheriff the 
whole story.

For fifteen years Dr. J. William Jones, of 
this city, had charge of the records of the 
Southern Historical society. In reply to an 
“inquiry as to what was the most important 
gaatter settled by those records, he said:

lenged to show from the copfederate records | 


in its possession a single order suggesting or 
tolerating anything but the most humane 
treatment of prisoners. This it failed to do. 

“24. We showed countless orders of the 
strictest nature providing for the humane 
treatment of prisoners above every other 
consideration. and orders from our cenerals 


that ‘‘allthe field” should be treated alike by 


our surgeons. 

“34, We proved that the south religiously 
adhered to the cartel, and that the north re- 
peatedly broke it. For instance, it was 
agreed that the excess of prisoners above the 
exchange should be paroled. We kept this 
inviolate until Vicksburg, when the north 
acquired the excess of prisoners. -It was 
then disregarded openly and avowedly. 

‘“th, We proposed that the surgeons 0 
each side, with medicines and supplies 
should go into the prisons of the other side, 
and treat the prisoners. This the north re- 
fused. 

“Sth. We then proposed to let their sur, 
geons come with medicines and treat their 
prisoners, without them giving us the same 
privilege. ‘They refused to send them. 

“6th. We then proposed to buy quinine 
and other medicines, contraband of war, 
paying for them in gold, cotton or tobacco, 
and pledging our honor to use them exclu- 
sively.and solely for federal prisoners in our 
prisons. They refused to sell them. 

“7th. In January we proposed to parole 
15,000 prisoners then in Andersonville, if 
they would send steamers to Savannah for 
them, without demanding a like parole of 
our prisoners from them. They did not ac- 
cept this offer until six months later, though 
we had notified them we were utterly with- 
out proper food and medicine for them, It 
was during this six months of shameful de- 
lay that the greatest mortality occurred at 
Andersonviile. 

“Sth. We proved by the'records of Secre- 
tary Stanton and Surgeon Barnes that the 
confederate mortality in northern prisons 
was actually four per cent greater than the 
federal mortality in southern prisons, al- 
though they had the world’s markets and 
the world’s medicines open to them, and we 
were beleaguered,{poor, and with every med- 
icine and scalpel made contraband of war. 

‘The above points, each and severally, are 
proved beyond dispute in the records of the 
Southern Historica] society.”’ 

We respectfully submit that if the South- 
ern Historical society had done no work but 
this, it would have amply justified the 
trouble and expense it cost. Every news- 
paper in the south should lay these state- 
meyts before its readers, so that young and 
old may know precisety what the record is, 
and be prepared to defend it.

What the South Needs. 

Generally, when a Virginian speaks of 
his commonwealth, it is in language of un- 
measured glorification. 

It is the Old Dominion, the mother of 
states and statesmen. In other words, he 
talks of the past, and not of the present. 

Occasionally, however, a Virginian who 
has caught the restless, progressive spirit of 
the new south element, sounds a different 
note. One of this class, in a recent article 
in the Richmond State, boldly says that 
Virginia is a grand old state, but a modern 
failure. 

The points made by this writer are more 
or less applicable to all the southern states, 
Summarized briefly, they are: A snarse 
population; too many negroes in proportion 
to the whites; unreliable farm labor; a lack 
of skilled labor; and the indebtedness of the 
farmers. 

So much for the disadvantages, Now for 
the remedy. Our progressive Virginian 
says that the infiux of capital alone will not 
help matters much. Ie says: 

If all the indebtedness of all the farmers was cx 
tinguished in a single day, the relief afforded would 
be temporary. They would only be plied with new 
temrations and by the same mecessities to make 
new detts. Let us suppose that by some sudden 
and exceptional interposition in their behalf, t} ey 
were not only freed from debt, but actually suppiied 
with a reasonable surplus of funds, It would only 
be a question of time, if the present system he per- 
seyered in, when this very surplus would be foreed 
to quit their hands, and leave the stateto pay for 
the productions of other more thriving communi- 
ties. Nostate can ever accumulate wealth unless 
she can produce within her bo:ders its representa- 
tive in surplus values. * . * * * 

What, then, is the remedy? Nothing but the aa. 
vent ofadense white population will meet the de- 
mands of the case, It were needless to go into a 
discussion of the social and esthetic questions sug. 
gested by such a change in the character of our pop- 
ulation as would result. Weare considering the 
physical necessities of Virginia only. The geo- 
graphical relations of our state require that her re. 
sources should be developed, and inasmuch as this 
cannot be done under the present system, some 
other power must be summoned to her aid. Such a 
change as is here suggestea would result in a sub 
division of her vast area of wasted and uncultivated 
lands. The process described at the opening of this 
article, whereby the wilderness is made to blossom 
as the rose, would begin at once, with results as 
then depicted. But how are we to entice this popu 
lation, how induce the stranger to forsake his fire- 
sidé at home for the unoccupied barrens of old Vir- 
ginia? 

This is the very pith of the whole matter. 
It is useless to talk about getting rid of the 
negroes, and it will not be necessary to get 
ridofthem. They have made great pro- 
gress since the war; and when they find 
that they must equip themselves for compe- 
tition with a rapidly growing white popula- 
tion, the necessity of the case will make 
them more thrifty and reliable. 

But the great point, as the Virginian puts 
it, is to induce strangers to leave their fire- 
sides for new homes in a strange land. 
Great bodies of population have been shifted 
in the past under more unfavorable condi- 
tions. The immigrants who built up the 
northern and middle states had to fight 
against both man and nature. In recent 
times the immigrants streaming ‘into the 
northwest have had to contend with bliz- 
zards, savages, Wild beasts and all the disad- 
vantages of the wilderness. The settler 
coming south will find none of these obsta- 
cles in their way. On the contrary, they 
will find all the conditions in their favor. 

Still, it is useless for speakers and writers 
to make these points without some definite, 
well organized plan of action. There will 
never be any rush of immigration in this 
direction until we convince outsiders that 
they will better their condition by coming 
here. This is too big a work for individuals 
to undertake. Societies cannot accomplish 
it. The railroads cannot do it alone. It 
can be done only through the organized 
action of each state, with the co-operation 
of its railroads, agricultural societies, capi- 
talists and people. 

When we get to work in a business like 
way to tackle this problem of immigration, 
the south will fill up with a population that 
will bring her wealth and genuine progress, 
and we may rest assured that these blessings 
will never come while we sit back in the 
shade, waiting for something to turn up. 

It takes men to constitute a state, and it 
takes a good many of them.

GATHERED AT THE IMMIGRATION 
CONVENTION. 


The Work Done for the South—The Catholic 
Church—General and Mrs. Gordon, 
Other Random Notes. 


The recent convention, held at Hot Springs, 


LN. C., for promoting immigration to the southern 
states. willcertainly result in great good to the 


south. Ca:dinal Gibbons, who is very much 
interested in the movement, says the convention 
wus a decided success, The iuterest taken in it, he 
says, by the railroad, will grow every day,and he 
has no doubt but that, in time, the tide of immi- 
gration will turn this way. 


The question has been asked, why other 
churchestban the Catholic church was not repre- 
senfed. The heads of of the leading Protestant 
denominations were inyited, and many wrote let- 
ters, opposing the scheme, but quite a number did 
not respond atall. It is thought that there was 
some jealousy because the plan omizinated with 
Right Rev. Bishop Becker, of Savannah, a leading 
Catholic, and that some thought it would encourage 
Catholicism to give in prominence, 

It is also stated that Governor Seales, of North 
Carolina, who was conspicuously absent, failed to 
aticnd because he thought it might injure him 
politically, ifthe meeting shaped up asa purely 
Catholic convention, 

The Catholic church was well represented, 
The cardinal and nine bishops, besides several 
distinguished abbes and priests, from all over the 
south, were present. The Catholic church is grow- 
ing quite rapidly in the south, and, say more in 
South Carolina than any state in the south. 

A distinguished politician, who is also a 
strong Protestant,in talking about the rapid in- 
crease of the Catholic church in the south. said it 
was the resultofthe advocacy of sumptuary laws 
by many of the Protestant preachers 
and church members, end a grow- 
ing desire, as he expressed it, to supplant 
God's holy religton, with human statute laws. This 
he said would eventually drive more people into 
the Catholic ehyeb, becinse as soon as men find 
out that these ltws will fail to accomplish what 
these preachers claim for it, they will lose their 
fiithin the religion they teach. ‘I think,’’ said 
he, “that our preachers make a great misiake when 
they lay aside God’s holy word, and His glorious re- 
ligion, to fight with a puny Little statute,” 

Cardinal Gibbons, who 
the church in America, is the second car- 
dinal ever appointed over here. He isa very genial 
genticnan—dresses very ylainly, but exceedingly 
neatly, has a pleasant smile and is a very learned 
man. His greeting is cordial toevery one. He can 
be approached by any one and makes all feel at 
home. He takes you by the hand, squeezes it 
gently, raises it up as if he was going to look at it, 
but he looks you sqtarely in the eye, and with a 
merry twinkle iu his cye and a cordial smile, greets 
you with some pleasant word that makes you like 
him.

She went to Staunton, then 
by stage to Winchester, and three days after the 
fight she found the general about as badly wound- 
ed as any man ever getsto be who recovers. She 
nursed him until he got well, andin three months 
he was in his saddle again, and she was not far off 
in an ambulance, The colonel had becomea gen- 
eral, and he kept climbing up higher and higher, 


Governor Fitzhugh Lee said at Ashville that 
General Gordon was Stonewall Jackson’s successor. 
He was, and is so considered by all of Jackson's old 
soldiers. 

General Lee says that just before the Chan- 
cellorsville fight, while the cavalry were picketing 
near Fredericksburg, they heard a tremendous yell- 
ing in the confederate lines. “What is that?’ said 
several officers, No one seemed to know. Finally 
astern old Georgian—it must have been Dan Irby 
from his description—remarked: ‘It is Stonewall 
Jackson or arabbit.”’

tion inthe Lower Black and Great PeeDee rivers, 
will put the Mingo river basin in direct communi- 
cation with the ocean.”

“Captain Bixby says in regard to Clark’s 
creek that his report is based upon h’sown personal 
inspection ot the locality. This creek is the only 
practicable outlet of Lynche’'s river, a river of 160 
miles length and 1,355 square miles of drainage ba- 
sin, anda development of from £200,(0) to $2.0,0C0 
commerce may be expected as soon as Clark’s 
creek is once fairly clernod, The whole cost of this 
work is estimated at $7,500, and the improvement of 
both these creeks is recommended by United States 
Engineer Bixby. It may be true that Congressman 
Aiken had never heard of these creeks, but con- 
gressmen are not expected to know everything out- 
side their own district. If you will refer to the News 
and Courier of March 12th, you will tind that they 
have discovered these creeks, and in a lengthy edi- 
torial upon the riversand harborsof Seuth Caro- 
lina that paper says: ‘We speak advisedly when we 
say thatin no other way will the expenditure of 
public money produce better results than in im- 
proving the natural waterways of the country 
which are susceptible of improvement at moderate 
cost.’ Cheap transportation wil help to compen- 
sote the producer for his share of the tariff burden. 
It is difficult to keep out liit'e jobs in an omnibus 
bill atfecting all parts of the country, but THE ConstI- 
TUTION must go farther than South Carolina to find 
them.”

Startling Figures Given by One of 
, Our Dairymen.

The first thing moving in Atlanta in the 


; is the milk wagon. 
aes the butchers are astir, the milkman 
is pouring the white fluid—whiter in morning 
moonlight than in sunshine—into Jugs am d 
pitchers mysteriously suspended in the back 
porches of sleeping houses. 

Where does Atlanta get her milk? 

She pours thousands of gallons every day 
down her thirsty throat. Where does it come 
from ? 

From outlying fields and meadows— from 
dairy farms and truck farms in the county— 
from herds of Jerseys, rioting in red clover 
blossoms or surfeit with sweet herd’s grass— 
from close platoons of “grades” fatteniug in 
great barns musty and sweet-smelling, holding 
the odorof bran and hay—and from family 
cows that weekly turn a bit of grass into milk 
for the strengthening of the family exchequer. 

Mr. T. L. Johnson is the great milk farmer 


of the county. 

He has four farms—set at the points of the 
tompass about the city. On these he has over 
two hundred milch cows, a dozen Jersey bulls 
and troops of pretty young heifers. Let him 
tel! about his business. 

“J gell nearly five hundred gallons of milk a 
day. I have five wagons that deliver direct to 
customers, and another that delivers to my 
central depot, where I keep fifty toa hundred 
gallons of milk in ice cans ready for unexpecied 


demand.” 

“What do you get for milk?” 

“From big customers 25 cents a gallon, from 
small ones 37 cents, the cost of delivery being 
greater. I make but little butter, as milk is 
more profitable when close to market. My 
best regular customer is the Markham, which 
takes abcut thirty gallons aday. Inthe sum- 
mer I oftensell Beecrmann eighty gallons a day, 
which he converts into milk-shakes, At my 
depot I keep ice-cream, butter and cold milk 
on draught. Milk is a very popular drink on 
hot days. Many men make their dinner on a 
glass, with a slice of bread.””’ | 

“What is the profit on a cow?” 

“T have cows that give me 1,900 gallons of 
milk ayear. My herds all through will aver- 
age 600 gallons to the cow. This pays me $150, 
as the extra charge to small customers almost 
pays the delivery expense. It costs me to keep 
a cow fifteen cents a day, asI raise my own 
forage. Say it costs $60 a year to keep a cow. 
I get $150 worth of milk from her, and besides 
this a calf each year. The bull calves I sell 
to the butcher. The best of the heifers I keep. 
Besides my dairying, I make each of my farms 
atruckfarm. I carefnlly save the droppings 
of every cow, both liquid and solid—and this I 
consider repays me half it costs to keep her. 
With it4 enrich my farms every season, be- 
gides taking from them great crops of onions, 
beets, radishes, roasting ears, cabbage, peas 
and potatoes. Inoneday I sold in Atlanta 
$107 worth of roasting ears, and one month the 
Markham paid me nearly $600 for vegetables 
alone.’’ 

‘You consider this combination of trucking 
and dairying profitable ?’’ - 

“‘T made $50,000 by it the first four years I 
was here. Then my barn burned, you remem- 
ber, with 180 cows, of which over one hundred 
were burned—with two hundred tons of hay, 
horses, harness, wagons, etc. In spite of this 
loss—which stopped my business for a time—I 
now haye over $70,000 worth of property, al- 
though I came here in 1581 with only $6,100, 
I made this trucking and dairyiug. I cantake 
125 cows, go on thé farm with them, and clear 
$8,000 to $12,600 a year, more certainly than in 
any business you can name. Of course this 
must be near a cood market for milk and I 
must live on th: furm. It requires the closest 
personal attention. For five years I scratched 
my match at two o'clock every morning.’ 

‘What cows do you prefer for the dairy ?’ 

“The common Georgia cow graded up to 
Jerseys. I find that amany customers do not 
like Jersey milk. Itis too rich for them, and 
has a ceriain flavor to which somé persons ob- 
ject after long use. it is undoubtedly the best 
milk for butter, but for drinking, the milk of 
grades is the best.”’ 

The Jersey is the best cow fora lawn and 
fora private family, but she~cannot stand 
dairying. Yousee on adairy you keep your 
cows coniined ina barn. ‘Lou wake them up 
at two o’clock in the morning* and you stuif 
them at one end and strip them atthe other. 
The dairy cow becomes a milk machine and 
has very little time for loaiing about meadows. 
She gets her sieep in snatches, and the wear 
and tear is very severe. The gentle Jersey 
cannot stand it, although I have some Jersey 
cows in my herd.”’ 

‘Do you use ensilage? 

“Tdo not. Ithink it will do verv well 
when you feed a cow not altogether 
for the dairy to use lj bran and meal. 
I find it makes more milk and better milk than 
any other food. When I mix ensilage with 
this it disorders the cow’s digestion as any acid 
food willdo. Ifa man saves the droppinys of 
his cows and enriches his farm, he can raise 
enough herds grass, whichI prefer toal! others 
for forage, and hay for his cows at a nominal 
cost.’’ : 

Mr. 8. H. Phelan is the next largest dairy 
man in l'ulton. He sells one hundred gallons 
of milk so day. His herd is made up of rege 
istered Jerseys, and he says he finds it profit- 
able. Mr. Phelan says that he has many cus- 
tomers who wil] take nothing but the miik of 
a certain cow. Mothers raising babies by the 
bottle find that it makes the little ones ili to 
mix the milk of several cows in their diet. 

Mr. Robert Winship is perhaps the next 
largest dairyman, and has a bond of Jerseys 
exclusively. There are about fifty milk wagons 
that supply Atlanta, besides the central . mar- 
ket noted above, There is a larger proportion 
of families who keep their cows in Atlanta 
than in most cities. Many of these find that 
they sell enough milk to pay for the keep of 
their cows, besides supplying the family with 
all the milk and butter that can be used.

A GAMELER’S SKELETON. 


LL LLL ALE AE 
The Story of a Crime Recalled by a Ghastly 
Find, ° 
Special Dispatch to the Globe-Democrat. 

Catro, Il., April 25.—A few days agothe 
citizens of Brooklyn, a small town opposite 
Paducah, were terribly excited over the discov- 
ery of a skeleton in the bottom of a weil which 
has been abandoned thirty years. The erection 
of a saw mill made it necessary to clean out 
the old well. Yesterday the negro who was at 
work discovered the feet and legs of a skele- 
ton protruding from the mud _ which he was 
cleaning out of thehole. The whole frame was 
intact, and by some means the bones had been 
well preserved throughout their long confine- 
ment. They also found the iron frame of an 
old fashioned pecket-book and an old musket 
cap box. All vestige of clothing except the 
shoes the man wore, had disappeared, but the 
brains still remained in the skull. Physicians 
pronounce the skeleton to be that of a man of 
middle age, which ina measure confirms the 
alleged identification last night, many being of 
the opinion thatthe remains are those of one 
Joln Alexander, a gambler, who flourished in 
that section nearly twenty-five years ago. - 

A well known gentleman of Paducah said to 
a reporter yesterday: 

“T knew Alexander well. When the army 
left Shiloh and abandoned all that part of the 
Tennesse river above Johnsonville, Alexander, 
accompanied by his brother-in-law, Bally 
Hinckle, came down with us from Savannah, 
Tenn. They were both pronounced union men, 
and it would not have done for them to have 
staid in that country after the federal soldiers 
went away. They were both expert gamblers, 
and after they reached Paducah they com- 
meneced gambling among the soldiers here and 
won a great deal of money. ‘Their exploits in 
this direction became so numerous and the 
coniplaints against them were so many that 
the attention of the provost marshal was at last 
attracted to them and they were warned to 
stop their operations and compelled them to 
restore several hundred dollors they had fleeced 
a couple of soldiers out of a night or two he- 
fore. When Buford made his raid upon Padu- 
cah they both fled across the‘river to Brook- 
lyn. Alexander never returned. After 
the raid Hinckle returned and reported his 
brother-in-law as mysteriously missing. A 
thorough search was made for him, but it was 
of noavail. It was strongly suspected at the 
time that he had been made away with and 
robbed of a large sum of money he was known 
to carry about his person. Iam _ perfectly sat- 
isfied that the skeleton found in the well was 
that of Alexander,and I believe that he was 
treacherously murdered. Hinckle later turned 
up here again with Mrs. Alexander, who made 
every effort to ascertain her husband’s fate, 
but, failing, finally returned home in despair.”’ 

That a skeleton should remain in-an aban- 
doned well, located in a populated district, 
twenty-five years without being discovered 
seems incredible, but such appears to be the 
facts in the case.

How He Fought Under Garibald 
For Italy.

From the New York Herald, ‘ 

Among the hotspurs stranded in the me- 
tropolis is Menry E. Edenborough, who has 
shed blood under seven flags, and will soon be 
ready to serve again. He was atrested by the 
British as a pirate, and locked up by the pope 
asasuspect. He is best remembered as Eden- 
borough Bey, who served in the Turkish navy 
with Hobart Pasha, and was familiarly known 
in America as Torpedo Bey. 

Colonel Edenborough is sick and has run 
against hard luck. A reporter talked to the 
invalid yesterday, and heard the history of his 
wild life of adventure. The old campaigner is 
a stockily built man with square shoulders, a 
large head, close cropped, white beard, soldierly 
features and laughing blue eyes. Heis very 
dignified in his bearing, and resembles Gener- 
al Newton. ‘To look at the genial old fellow 
reclining in his chair, no one would imagine 
that he wasa rover of the seas whose profes- 
sion at times so nearly resembled piracy that 
only an expert could tell the difference. And 
yet Edenborough is the typical free lance and 
adventurer who dies fighting for strangers on 
an empty stomach, or lives to a scarred old age 
reaping as the reward of a lifetime of heroism 
—simply rheumatism. 

“T was born in Virginia,’’ said Edenbor- 
ough, “‘but my parents were English. <All my 
schooling I got in England, where I went to 
the naval school of the East India company. 
When I was between 17 and 15 years old I en- 
tered the service of the United States as an 
officer in thé Mediterranean squadron. In 
1860, when Garibaldi grappled with the foes of 
the Italian freedom, my blood was fired by the 
call for volunteers. I went to London and 
joined the British legion which went to Gari- 
baldi’s aid under Colonel Peard. I served as 
lieutenant of infantry. In the legion was 
Lord Seymour and many other English gentle- 
mon of rank who served incognito. 
When we reached the field I was 
transferred to the artillery service and 
and given command of a battery. My prin- 
cipal fighting in this campaign was during the 
investment of Capua by Garibaldi’sarmy. The 
fighting was very tame compared to what I 
have seen since. There was very little fun 
among the red shirts of the emancipating 
army. Istood within a few feet of the spot 
where Garibaldi and Victor Emmanuel met. 
The king rode out with his staff from Calvi, a 
little town on the Volturno. He was flushed 
and excited. Garibaldi was calm and stately. 
His face beamed with his inner nobility. Both 
leaders got off their horses and embraced. Vic- 
tor Emmanuel wanted to make the old patriot 
a duke, but Garibaldi declined all honors. 

“Well, my sword was idle when the war was 
over. IL ventured into Rome and the pope had 
meilocked up in Castle Angelo. The pone 
may be an exceifent churchman, but hetsa 
d— bad jailer. Castle Angelo was a tough 
prison. The papal police at that time used fo 
arrest every person against whom theslightest 
suspicion existed, and General Guyon, the 
French commandant of Rome, regwiarly ‘fe- 
jleased the prisoners. This is how I got out, 

‘Among those who were with me in Bats 
sorvice was ‘Bob’ Wheat,- afterward colonel of 
the famous Louisiana Tigers. Wheat was a 
fire-eater and a gallant soldier. While “we 
were billeted at a hotel in Naples, Wheat 
went outof the diningroom fora few mo- 
ments. Whenhe returned he saw what he 
took to be a negro Sittingin the seat next to 
him. It was the younger Alexandar Dumas, 
whose mulatto skin at. once roused the 
southern demon in Wheat’s breast. He 
glared for a@ moment at the renown- 
author, then scized. him by the 
collar and dragged him out of the room, to the 
horror of the assembled genests. Jumas sent 
a ehallenge and Wheat seleted me as his sec- 
oud. The matter was finally patched up by a 
Pickwickian apology. W heat vowed that 
while asa ‘southern gentleman’ he could not 
sit ata table with a colored inan, at the same 
time he admired the genius of the author and 
prostrated himself in humility before a suc- 
cessful pen. 

When I got out of Castle Angelo I boarded 
a steamer at Civita Vecchia and was dropped 
off at Genoa. The war in America had 
broken out. Wheat and I, together with three 
or four other soldiers of fortune, started out to 
offer our swords to the confederacy. We went 
to Canada and made our way separately on 
blockaderunners tothe south. When I vot to 
Richmond Vrovost Marshal General Winder 
had me arrested as aspy, but I was soon re- 
leased and given a lientenant’s commission in 
the navy.. Iserved:in the James river squad- 
ron on the tlagship Virginia, and on many raids 
and expeditions. 

“TIT was one of the party that went to Ha- 
vana and captured the steamer Roanoke, 
which carried the mails to New York. Cap- 
tain John C. Braine was in command, and we 
had with us wen who feared nothing in the 
universe. We went on board the Roanoke as 
passengers, and at 2o’cleck in the morning, 
when she was at sea, we made the captain 
prisoner and took command. We had only 
fourteen men,and we had acrew of fifty to 
master, but we did it. There were on board 
forty or fifty passengers, who learned at break- 
fast that the ship had changed owners. We 
wanted to run the Roanoke into Wilmington 
as a confederate prize, but we were short 
of coal and had no pilot, so we went to 
Bermuda and landed our passengers and some 
of thecrew. The rest of the crew joined us. 
We were ordered out of the harbor. Then we 
sent ashore all the foreign mails, amusin 
ourselves by opensng the Yankee letters nad 
hunting for $10 bills among them. We got 
between 565,000 and $75,000 in specie on the 
ship. We also carried off a boat load of Parta- 
ga cigars. The money and loot we put on 
board of a confederate blokade-runner—the 
Owl. Then we burned the Roanoke 
outside the harbor, to escape a union 
gunboat. You see, we could get no coal, and 
the steamer was no usc tous. The American 
consu) complained to the British governor. 
Sir Richard Ord, charging us with piracy. 
We were arrested as pirates and paroled. 
When Captain Braine put in his commission 
and I put in mine as an answer to the accusa- 
tion, we were discharged. Each officer cleared 
something like $4,000 in this expedition. 

“We all went to Wilmington on the Owl, 
and I went back to service on the James river. 
The confederate government wanted to play 
the Roanoke game on the California mail 
steamers. The idea was to go to Acapulco, in 
Mexico, and board one of the steamers as we 
boarded the other steamer. But all the con- 
federaic ports were occupied by our enémies at 
this time, and the trouble was to get aboard. 

“Finally the seeretary of the navy gave me 
papers authorizing the seizure of any boat I 
could lay my hands on. I got fourteen yolun- 
teers and went from Richmond to Chesapeake 
bay. This was on March 1, 1865. @he people 
on shore gave us a sorry welcome, for raids on 
boats were always followed by shells ffom tho 
union gunboats. We finally managed to seize 
a large rowboat, and went up the bay to Barren 
island, where we hid. At night the Yankee 
schooner, St. Mary’s, chock full of sutler’s 
stores and bound for Charleston, © came 
along. We pulled out and captured the vessel. 
As we had tostand an overhauling from the 
gunboat on guard at Fortress Monroe we put 
the captain and his crewin the hold and 
dressed ourselves in their clothing. We threw 
the deck load into the sca, including a horse 
: ; ‘oo 
intended for General Schoeff, who comnianded 
at Norfolk. Nomore men were allowed on 
deck than were on the vessel before we cap- 
tured her. Thus we passed the gunboat atthe 
fort, and had the union officers wish us a good 
voyage. 

“Wc stood to northward and castward. The 
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“her to Peru. 


next morning we captured the barkentine 
Spofford, of New Jersey, which was bound 
for Fortress Monroe with a cargo of lumber 
for the quartermaster’s department. We 
needed water very badly, and after taking the 
scanty supply which the Spofford had, we put 
all our prisoners on her, cut away her rigging 
so that she could carry no sail, and turned her 


loose. 

‘That night we mages our course for the 
West Indies. We had no instruments and had 
to go on dead reckoning. There were lots of 
rum and whisky and claret on board, and we 
made free with it. But our greatest need was 
water. Imagine soldiers of fortune actually 
suffering for water when they had rum and 
whisky. So badly did we need it that we took 
extreme measures. There were some cooking 
stoves in the cargo. We got one of them on 
deck, and with the aid of market barrels we 
condensed some drinking water from the sea. 
After fourteen days of this we fell in with the 
bark Statira, of New York. As we got ae 
side we prepared to board the craft. We told 
the captain of the Statira that we were south- 
ward bound and were out of water. He an- 
swered that his was a temperance ship, and 
that he would give us all the water we wanted. 
Then we sent our whole force in two boats. As 
we approached it was getting dark. The crew 
of the Statira crowded at the gangway. Sud- 
denly one of them cried out: 

‘““*My God! They areallarmed! They are 

irates!’ The deck was clear in an instant. 
S¥verybody gasped and scooted below. Even 
the man #the wheel deserted. Thay had 
taken us for pirates. When we entered the 
cabin we found the captain under the table, as 
white as a sheet. 

‘‘‘Gentlemen, for God’s sake, spare my life!’ 
he said. ; 

‘‘We simply ordered him to produce his pa- 
pers. The moment [ glanced at the register 
iny jaw dropped. We had captured a British 
vessel. It was a serious mistake, but 
when we explained the case we got 
all the water we needed. There were no 
intoxicating drinks on board, as the whole 
yessel was run on astrictly total abstinence 
principle. We presented the captain and 
crew with a barrel of whisky, and when we 
left the whole crowd of them were drunk and 
cheering for Jeff Davis. Two days later we 
got to Nassau, with the confederate flag flying 
over the union flag. The governor ordered us 
out of the harbor, and there was great excite- 
ment. We pleaded that our vessel was not in 
a seaworthy condition, and a board of British 
oflicers, appointed by the governor to inspect 
the ship, declared that our claim was 
true. We called her the Happy- 
Go-Lucky. The governor gave us forty- 
eight hours to make our repairs and 
vetaway. Thecargo we had captured was 
worth $50,000, according to the bill of lading. 
We made arrangements with Hone & Perpall, 
merchants, to dispose of it. I would not give 
their names but for the way they treated us. 
They sent a vessel called the Petrel to Concep- 
tion key, where we quietly transferred the 
cargo tothem. They were to take it to Hayti, 
sell it, and give us half the profits. The cap- 
tain of the Petrel was to meet usinthree weeks 
time at French key. 

‘‘In the meantime we learned that Lee had 
surrendered at Appomattox, and that the con- 
federate government was on the wing. We 
didn’t know of Davis’s capture. We thought 
the best thing we could do was to cruise in 
the Happy-Go-Lucky. So we swung right 
ahead and destroyed three Yankee vessels 
in the Bahama channel, The crews of these 
vessels we landed at Port Howe, San Salva- 
dor. Then we laid at our rendezyous at 
French Key for several weeks. ‘The captain 


_of the Petrel never came, and we never got 


a red cent out of the $50,000 cargo. Hone & 
Perpall knew that the confederacy was burst- 
edaip and pocketed the whole thing. 

“The thing to do now was to get rid of the 
Happy Go-Lucky, as union gunboats were after 
us, and we didn’t want to be hanged as pirates. 
So we took her to Kingston, Jamaica. We 
abandonea her at sca and let another vessel 
pick her up. The rescuers paid us so much in 
cash for the privilege of getting the salvage. 
The United States made a claim against the 
British government for failing to seize us at 
Kingston. 

‘‘As the war was over I shipped the crew to 
Captain Bullock, the naval agent of the con- 
federacy in London. I followed them with my 
associate ofticer, Lieutenant Murdaugh, who 
was afterwards murdered during an insurrec- 
tionin the United States of Colombia. He 
was a gallant fellow. When we got to London 
we were all paid off. The last confederate 
order signed by Jeff Davis was an order direct- 
ing Captain Bullock to pay off all. the officers 
and men afloat in confederate ships and give 
them one year’s pay asa gratuity. My share 
amounted in all to $2,000. 

“There were’many confederate naval officers 
in London, and the prince of Wales, through 
the intercession of his friend, Lieutenant Wil- 
kins, used his influence to have the British 
board of trade grant them permission to com- 
mand British merchantmen. 

‘War broke out between Spain and the 
South American si aay we. Chili and Peru, 
at this time. took service with 
Chili. I was sent to England on a 
secret mission to buy ships. We got a ves- 
sel—the Henrietta—which was built for the 
confederate service, and fitted her up with a 
torpedo armament, including two steam 
launches. Captain Hunter Davidson, an ex- 
confederate, commanded her. I was first lieu- 
tenant. After we escaped to sea from London 
the Spanish officials learned of our plans. It 
was just before Christmas in 1865. When we 
got to Chili we found that the Spanish navy 
had been defeated at Callao, and had left the 
Pacific. Admiral Tucker was in command of 
the allied Peruvian and Chilian fleets. At his 
request I resigned and entered the Peruvian 
service as a captain of a corvette. 

“T wassent to New York to get the ram 
Dunderberg, Which lay at Wells’s yard in the 
East river. She was to be taken out under 
the Colombian flag, and Dictator Mosquera, of 
the United States of Colombia, was to transfer 
Our plan was to go to Havana, 
train our guns on the city,and say: ‘Gentle- 
men, pay so many millions of dollars on this 
ship or down ge’your homes.’ At the last mo- 
ment the United States government learned of 
the scheme and seized the Dunderberg. We 
tried to get out the gunboat RK. R. Cuyler in 
this way, and our efforts met with the same 
result. I was ordered back to Peru, and 
was sent to London as naval attache to the 
Peruvian legation, the minister being Don 
Francisco de Revero. We were arranging for 
more ships when an armistic, was patched up 
between tne republic and Spain. 

“T went back to Peru and commanded the 
gunboat Tumbez till the revolution headed by 
General Canseco, broke out at Arequipa. 
President Prado and the secretary of war 
marched on Arequipa with the Peruvian army 
and invested the place. I was ordered to con- 
vey a rifled gun from Isly to Arequipa, which 
was done with great difficulty. An advance was 
ordered on the city, and the president’s regi- 
ments, waving their muskets in the air, cried 
‘Viva Canseco!’ and deserted to the enemy. 
Major Smith and the cavalry guards remained 
loyal, and :President Prado, accompanied by 
myself and a few other officers, broke for the 
Bolivian frontier. We starved and suffered 
dreadfully from the sirocco. <Atter a terrible 
march, during which we very nearly perished, 
we reached La Paz, the capital of Bolivia, 
where President Meigaro received us hospi- 
tably. I went back to Peru, but left when the 
great earthquake occurred. I have no stomach 
for peace, with incidental convulsions of na- 
ture. 

‘‘After a visit to the United States and Eng- 
land I entered the Turkish service with the 
rank of bey, and organized a torpedo bureau. 
Sometimes I was in the navy and sometimes in 
the army as a colonel of artillery. When the 
insurrection broke out in the holy provinces 
around Mecca, a great effort was made to choke 
it off, as the sultan, being caliph, looked upon 
the possible spoliation or loss of Mecca with 
horror. I took command of a troopship and 
conveyed an army to Hodeida. When the re- 
ligious sheiks surrendered under a promise of 
amnesty, the —_ commanding our forces in- 
vited them all toa big dinner, He was very 

racious to them and very merry. After 
Tianee the unsuspecting sheiks were escorted 
behind the pasha’s headquarters and their 
heads were cut off. -Such is Turkish humor. 

‘During the war between Turkey and Ser 
via [served on the Danube. General Ronald 
Mclver, the hero of fourteen flags, command- 
ed a brigade of Servian cavalry, and did ter- 
rific work. He is in New York and called 
upon me the other day, In 1874 I left the 
Turkish service. Later on, when the war be« 
tween Russia and Turkey started, General Ig- 
natieff induced me to go to St. Petersburg. 
There Admiral Lissoffsky and the Grand 
Duke Constantine consulted me as to my 
knowledge of the Turkish navy and the Dan- 
ube. I proposed to fit out two torpedo-boats 
and take them on 2 special train overland to 
the anube. We did it, and _ earl 
in June, 1877, the boats were launched. 
destroyed two Turkish monitors, one 
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the Avni Illah (Help of God). That’s the last 
service I was in.”’

Miss Gannon Makes Another Statement— 
Dr. Johnson Talks. 


The statemenis published yesterday regard- 
ing the death of Mr. duo. 8S. Rich, of Bowden- 
ham, Me,, were correborated later lv the 
statements of Miss Gannon and Dr. Johnson. 

*] just want to explain though,’’ said Miss 
Gannon, ‘about why I charged so much. The 
rate of $1 a day was merely for board, and did 
not includg the nursing andali that. Nowl 
had to pay $10 fora girl—the oue that stays 
here in the house—but it was extra work. 
And then I had property damaged—bed cloth- 
ing, etc., and $26 was none too much. Now, 
if they want to pay part oi the other $26 for a 
coffin, I have nothing to do with that. I 
earned $26, and the law says that I had aright 
to take it under the circumstances. 

Now, Judge Calhoun will teil you that,for he 
told me that this morning. The doctors had 
no busitiess with the money; and if they want 
to bury the old genileman instead of letting 
the city bury him, why, al! right. I earned 
$26, and I took it justas i had aright to do. 
That’s all there is in it.’’ 

“Yes,’’ said Judge Celhoun; ‘‘Miss Gannon 
came to me this morning, and I just told her 
that the amount was too small to warrant 
taking out letiers of administration. It may 
not have been strictly legal, but it was best to 
agree and divide it equitably. She had the 
first lien, of course. I don’t know anything 
except what she tells me about why she 
claimed $26 instead of $5. In other words, it 
was best todivide without bringing it to the 
ordinary ; but I don’t know anything further 
except that I have known the old lady for a 
long time, and esteem her very highly.” 

Dr. J. ©. Johnson said last night: ‘I was 
called in Tuesday, as stated in Tue Constrrv- 
TION. The old genticman was anxious to 
reach his home--wanted to go at once, and I 
told him he could’t go for I saw at once that it 
was a serious and compiicated case of erysipe- 
las. Sol called in a consulting physician, 
more to convince the old man that it was best 
for him to stay than anything else. The other 
doctor agreed that it would kill him to move. 
‘But I haven't enough money to stay here

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THE POLICE COMMISSION. 


Special Session Last Night and Two Men On 
Trial—New Men Elected. 


Last evening at 7:50 the police commission- 
ers met in specifl session to consider charges 
against Supernumeraries Baldwin and West. 

There were present Messrs. Brown, Martin, 
Stephens and Chairman English. After the 
minutes of the last session were read, the 
charge of ‘‘being drunk on duty”? was consid- 
ered against Supernumerary A. P. Baldwin. 

Supernumerary Sheridan was the first wit- 
ness. He testified that Baldwin was in a posse 
that arrested James McDonald near Salt 
Springs on the 13th of April. When McDenald 
was at the stationhouse in Atlanta, he stated 
toa CONSTITUTION reporter that Baldwin was 
drunk atthe time the arrest was made, and 
this published statement led to the investiga- 
tion of the charge. Mr. Sheridan stated that 
Baldwin was intoxicated, and that a difficulty 
was prevented by those present, Baldwin 
having his pistol in his hand. All this was 
outside the city limits. The party that went 
after McDonald was employed and paid by the 
sheriff. 

Without any further testimony the commis- 
sioners took the matter intoconsideration, and 
upon the ground that the board had no juris- 
diction over the case, the charge was dis- 
missed. 

‘*‘Now, I want to thank you gentlemen. I 
don’t drink—it was the first drink in three 
years. I’m much obliged to you,”’ said Bald- 
win. 

*‘Don’t feel that way, Mr. Baldwin,’’ said 
Chairman English. ‘‘The reason we didn’t 
handle you is because we couldy’t.”’ 

The charge against Supernumerary R. M. 
West, of conduct unbecoming an oflicer, 
was then considered. It appeared 
from the testimony of-all that’ the 
blow had been = struck unexpectedly, 
and at the desk in the oflice at police head- 
quarters. As soon as the reporter had been 
struck the blow was returned, Mr. West being 
struck in the face, and before anything else 
could be done the two were separated. After 
hearing all the evidence, the board went into 
secret session and found West guilty of the 
charges. At the close of the session Mr. West 
was called into the room and reprimanded, 
after which he was suspended from the force 
for ten days. 

Mayor Cooper had entered, and taken part 
in the deliberations of the board.

Executive Clemency Extended to McAllister 


and Bearden, 


Governor Gordon pardoned A. J. McAllis- 
ter and Daniel Bearden yesterday. McdAllis- 
ter was convicted of assault with intent to 
murder at the spring term of the Fulton supe- 
rior court, and was sentenced to serve seven 
years in the penitentiary. He has 
served more than three years. He is totally 
blind in one eye and the vision of 
the other is greatly imparied. He 
is suffering with chronic rheumatism, kidney 
trouble and spinal disease, and is advanced in 

ears. The petition for his pardon is signed 
by a large numberof citizens of Fulton coun- 
ty, including city and county officials, who 
think that he hasbeen sufficiently punished. 

At the August term, 1887, of DeKalb supe- 
rior court, DaniclH. Bearden was convicted 
of selling whisky in violation of the local op- 
tion law and sentenced to serve twelve months 
in the common jail at Decatur. He has served 
eight months. 

A number of the citizens of DeKalb county 
ask for executive clemency in his behalf on 
grounds that he is old and feeble, has promised 
not to violate the law again, and has been suf- 
ficiently punished.

A GALA DAY AT PENSACOLA

A Sham Battle in Which Thre was 
Some Realism. 


—_—

“We are the boys 
That fear no noise, 
Where the thund’ring cannons roar.”’ 

Last week was a gala day for Pensacola. Its 
deep, capacious and beautiful harbor is always 
charming, enlivened as it is by ships of all 
nations, sometimes to the number of two hun- 
dred, taking in the long pine timber with 
which this region abounds. 

But last week the north Atlantic squadron, 
consisting of five United States war ships, (the 
largest of which was the new steel cruiser ‘*.\t- 
lanta,’’) under Rear Admiral S. B. Luce, ren- 
devoused there. The marines and blue jackets 
to the number of 600 encamped at Magnolia 
bluff, which overlooks the bay, went through 
days of drill as land forces, fought sham bat- 
tles, etc. This exciting event was improved 
by the citizens and railroads to draw people 
here from a distance by offering low rates of 
fare, and distributing $4,500 in prizes in sail- 
ing races for all the diiferent classes of vessels, 
rowing matches, sculling matches, etc., varied 
from day to day and steadily increasing in in- 
terest, 50 that there was pleasureable excite- 
ment for all on both land and sea. 

The ships of the squadron anchored a mile or 
so from Magnolia Bluff were: Richmond, the 
flag ship of Rear Admiral Luce; the Atlanta, 
Captain Francis M. Bruce; the Ossipee, Com- 
mander Wm. Bainbridge Hotf; the Salena, 
Commander Colby M. Chester; the Yantic, 
Commander O. Hyerman. 

I spent a delightful day in campand dined 
with some of the officers of the Ossipee in the 
open air. Rough pine boxes formed the table, 
and the fare though plain, was the best of its 
kind. Theo. fF. Warburton, of the commiss- 
ary department, assured me that the soldiers and 
sailors of Uncle Sam are better fed than those 
of any other nation, and in showing me throteh 
their stores called my attention to the butter 
for which in quantities thirty-five cents a pound 
is paid. As I tested these viands I am prepar- 
ed to praise Uncle Sain’s menu. I am also in- 
debted to Paymaster Geo. H. Read for his 
courtesy. He wished to be specially remem- 
bered to Mr. Henry W. Grady whom he had 
previously met. 

Schoolmaster R. P. W. Garnett, of the Ossi- 
pee, was lieutenant-colonel of a Virginia regi- 
mentin the late war and a brother of the 
Confederate General Garnett who was killed 
in one of the batties in that state. 

The sham battle that I witnessed was very 
exciting. The picket firing began three miles 
off andthe smoke from the musketry, field- 
pieces, and gattling guns, as the two con- 
tending armies swept across the camp ground 
in front of the grand stand, mingled with the 
dust they kicked up, added to the roar of the 
battle and the yells of the victors realistic 
touches of deadly conflict. In fact it was at 
one point too realistic, for some on the side 
that should have retreated did not obey the 
bugle call to retreat. They stood their ground 
till the opposing forces actually fired in each 
others faces and then clubbed each other with 
their muskets. Kesult, three men carried off 
on stretchers, variously wounded. One likely 
to loose both eyes, another with one toe shot 
off and others less seriously hurt. 

I met Admiral Luce as he came ashore after 
the battle to witness dress parade and found 
his long side whiskers only a little grayer than 
when I Knew him in New York ten years ago 
as captain of the training ship Minnesota. 

The dress parade was splendid. The marines 

and sailors, who only an hour before, came. 
outof the fight begrimed with smoke and dust 
and sweat, appeared as clean and neat as if 
they had just stepped out of bandboxes. Their 
evolutions were models of perfection. 
But to the visitor, who came mostiy, from 
the interior, the bay with its navy yard, forts 
and men-of-war was the great attraction, and 
all the steamers, tugs and sail boats in the har- 
bor coincd money by carrying passengers and 
stopping a half hour or so, ateach magnet of 
interest. Fort Pickens at the eutrance of the 
harbor with its Indians, Geronimo, Natchez, 
the squaws, the pappooses and the little In- 
dian boys exhibiting their skiil with bows and 
arrows was a strong attraction. I was here in 
the company of Major Morgan and iis accom- 
plished wife. Mrs... Morgan’s dress was 
liberally trimmed with beads, which became 
irrisdescent in the sun. It was amusing to see 
the delight these gave even the repulsive look- 
ing old squaws squatting upon the brick pave- 
ments of the fort. They seemed the last per- 
sons in the world to be affected by & sense of 
beauty. They could not express their delight 
in English, but did in Indian-Mexico-Spanish, 
and when this failed, their cxclamations, ges- 
tures and eagerness to examine the beads told 
the rest. At Mrs. Morgan’s request the maior 
cut off one of these beads and gave it to’ the 
foremost old squaw as a premium for her com- 
bined ugliness and estheticism. This only 
raised a clamor from all the other aboriginal 
feminines for similar favors, till she had to 
beat a hasty retreat to save her dress from be- 
ing denuded by their entreaties. 

But the new steel cruiser, Atlanta, was, per- 
haps, the greatest attraction of all, and was the 
oniy ship of the squadron upon which visitors 
were allowed. 

An old version of one of the psalms sung in 
Scotch Presbyterian churches two hundred 
years ago says: 

“The race is not unto the swift, 
Nor them that fastest run; 
Nor the battell 
To them yeepell, 
That have the longest gun,”’ 

But in modern warfare, where divine inter- 
position ir not expected, speed and ‘‘the long- 
est gun” are the very requisites most soug)it 
after. To obtain speed the war ship must ro 
be weighted down with armor. After t..6 
Monitor and Merrimac tight in Hampton 
Roads European nations went daft on iron- 
clads.. They spent hundreds of millions of 
dollars in loading down naval architecture 
with armor, till they were too clumsy to get 
out of their own Way, and if they did not top- 
ple over and sink ina storm, they were like a 
pugilist too groggy to fight, unless the spry 
little fellows would stand still and receive 
their ponderous blows. And, after all, they 
found their heaviest armor could be crashed 
through by projectiles thrown from modern 
euns. In the race between guns and armor 
the guns have taken the belt and are sure to 
forever keep it. Uncle Sam should be grateful 
te the nations that have, at so great an en- 
pense, taught the world this lesson. The 

roblem now is to construct ships carrying the 
ongest range guns, whether many or few, 
with speed enough to overtake an enemy, or 
run away from him if found to formidable. 
When it comes to tighting at close quarters 
the modern ship must take its chances of being 
pierced by the enemy’s balls jast as the sol- 
dier does who stands in battle without the 
cuirass, casque and tasses of the middle 
ages. 
erhe Atlanta, of 3,000 tons burthen, its twin 
sisters, the Boston, the Chicago, which is larger, 
and the Dolphin, which is smaller, are the 
four new steel cruisers that were designed to 
combine speed and fine guns with the latest 
improvements in details. Captain Bunce 
showed me many elegant things about h’s pet 
cruiser that I should like to describe that I de- 
spair of trying and must content myself with 
just aword on the two essentials, speed and 


ns. 
or The Atlanta on its trial trip of six hours 
showed an average speed of fifteen and a half 
knots an hour, and the highest balf hour was 
at the rate of sixteen and one-third knots. A 
knot is seven-sixths of a mile. Twelve Knots 
equa! fourteen miles, so that its average speed 
was nearly eighteen miles an hour, and its 
highest speed was over nineteen miles an hour. 
There is no telling how mnch we or otier na- 

ions may beat this, but for the present the 
city of Atlanta bas no cause to be ashamed of 
the speed of its namesake. 

Its finely polished steel guns are as much of 
an improvement upon the old fashioned cast 
iron smooth bores as a race horse 
is upon a clumsy old dray horse. 

Tie tecaumpase the two gatling guns that fire

from 400 to 1,200 musket balls a minute. I 
should rather have a whole regiment of men 
firing at me than to be within range of one of 
these fellows. You putthe cartridges intua 
hopper, turn a crank and it feeds itself. 

It sounds like a continuous r-r-r-r-r-r-r of 
musketry, 

Next to these as rapid firers are four Hotch 
kiss revolvers, two one-pounders, two two-and- 
a-half-pounders. 

‘hén come six Hotchkiss rifled breech- 
loaders, two one-pounders, two three-pounders 
and two six-pounders. 

AS came along to one of these three- 
pounders [ thought I should like to see if I 
could not hit something smaller than a barn 
Goor &@ mile off. It is poised upon a frame 
fastened to the deck so that it cannot recoil. 
The gunner stands up to it, sights it and pulls 
the trigger as he would fire an ordinary rifle 
resting across a rail fence. ; 

_Next in size are six six-inch breech-loading 
rifled guns, wonderful for their range, accuracy 
and fast firing, ve 

Last of all are the two eight-inch breech- 
loading rifled guns, with which the Atlanta can 
send its compliments into a city seven miles 
away in the shape of a 250 pound shell, using 
125 pounds of powder—just half the weight of 
the projectile—to give it emphasis. 

No guns Sugpass and few equal these guns in 
their tensile power—that is, the strain they 
will stand. The Krupp guns, which have 
heretofore been the best made in Europe, will 
stand a charge of powder of only one-fourth to 
oue-third the weight of the projectile, while 
these Atlanta guns stand a half pound of pow- 
der to every pound of projectile fired by it. 
Then, too, the hoops of steal increase from 
muzzle to breach in such degrees that the 
gun heatsand expands by rapid, continuous 
firing equally throughout the whole barrel. 
This isof very great importance. Of course 
the guns of the Atlanta are not grouped as I 
have named them, but are interspersed and 
scattered about tlhe ship—in other words, 
‘Just where they will do the most good.” I 
closing this imperfect sketch I only wish that 
every citizen of Atlanta could be the cuest of 
Captain Bunce long enough to takein the ex- 
cellencies of the vessel that he has done so 
much to perfect. 

I had the honor of being invited aboard the 
flag ship by Admiral Luce, where I found him 
burrowing through a huge mail just received 
by way of Vera Cruz—some of it six weeks 
old. Ihada pleasant and instructive inter- 
view with him, which I have not the space to 
report and which I should hardly feel at liber- 
ty todoifI had. Heis an affable, charming 
man to his visitors, a strict disciplinarian to 
his subordinates, and a “wonderful man’’ to 
his personal staff. He is small, thin, refined 
and intellectual, and looks more like an Epis- 
copal rector than an admiral. In short, just 
the opposite of the typical burly sea dog. It 
is evident he fights with his brain rather than 
with his muscle. He was recently of great 
practical service to our fishermen in Canadian 
waters and got an unnecessarily brusque letter 
from Secretary Whitney for his pay, upon 
whose ofticial corns he had no thought of tread- 
ing. He immediately tendered his resignation, 
but it was not accepted. The sentiment of the 
navy seems to be: ‘‘Long may he wave!’’

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THE WAGNER FESTIVAL. 


A Short Talk with Mr. Constantin Sternberg 
about this Great Project. 


The preparations for the great event In the 
musical history of Atianta are nearly comple- 
ted. The tasty and elegant text-books.are ox- 
pected to be furnished by Tuesday, and the 

eneral interest with which this bold and ered- 

table move of Mr. Sternberg meets every- 
where, will then have the firet tangibie object 
of information. 

The chores number one hundred, and the 
list wi!l not be closed unti! next Tuesday night. 
Mr. Sternberg is perfectly delighted with his 
singers, and expressed himself yesterday in a 
manner which is very flattering to Atiantas 
home talent. 

He said: “‘There are some very sirange 
notions abroad about the difficulties in Wag- 
ner’s music. Why,l am _ confident that all 
who hear the ‘Spinning Chorus,’ for instance, 
will remember it as quickly and like it-as well 
as ‘Dixie,’ for the one is just as wella musical 

em asthe other; besides I do not think that 
Richard Wagner wrote his works expressly for 
the New York Metropolitan Opera company. 
I have heard many a very decent Wagner 
opéra in Europe by singers who could stand no 
comparison with those I was fortunately enough 
to win for the festival, either in voice or vocal 
training, or musical ability and intelligence. 
As for the ‘chorus, J claim that it will be far 
better than in any of the grand opera compa- 
nies, for it would’ be_ ridiculous’ to 
draw any comparisons between the usually 
very bad taste and that is exactly what tlie 
employment of an orchestral fraction would 
amount to; here and there a tinge of color; 
here a run, intended for a body of fifteen to 
twenty violin, played by one lonely instru- 
ment; there a bit of clarionet without the or- 
chestral frame to back it and that in a serious 
music festival: No, indeed, that would bea 
musical monstrosity! The piano is the recog- 
nized legitimate substitute for the orchestra; 
men like Bulow have devoted the best eiforts 
of their lives to the construction of the 

iano scores, and in Wagner’s own 
Rouse duing the first festival im Bay- 
reuth, (on the 27th of July, 1876,)° before the 
most critical audience in the world, I heard 
several large concerted pieces from his - later 
works performed with piano aceompaniment 
and Wagner is supposed to have known all 
about it. Now, since one piano would not quite 
balance my large choras, I take two and for 
the sustainance of long drawn out harmonies, 
an additional organ—-but here the laws of @s- 
thetics draw an untrespaggable line, which I 
have been taught to respect. All else would 
be ‘arranged stuff,’ as Anton Seidl from New 
York wrote me, endorsing my view. Numer- 
ous handsome donations will help to decorate 
the stage brilliantly and appropriately; Mr. 
Sharp is at work with a picture of Wagner in 
unmusical professional opera choristers, and 
the ready readers of the festival chorus, with 
their fresh, beautiful voices, their cnthusiasm 
and good will, of which opera choristers are 
utterly devoid. The festival chorus, male, 
female and mixed, has in the last rehearsals 
received the unanimous compliments of At- 
janta’s best musicians. If the Lord preserves 
my health, the Wegner festival will eclipse all 
previous musical efforts of Atlanta: and while 
I do notclaim any credit for it, I feel highly 
gratitied to have organized this large cnter- 
prise without importing one single per- 
former from outside. ‘This is to be an 
Atlanta festival in every sense of the word. 
About the orchestra? Thatis entirely out of the 
question. Our orchestral instruments are in 
the hands of very able gentiemen, who have 
frequently assisted me in my drawingroom 
concerts; but for this task they are too small 
in number. It will do for a good many things 
to have one violin or a ciarionet, but not fora 
festival like this, and I stand in this respect 
on the unshakeable principles of westhetices and 
what is commonly called ‘good taste.’ Who 
has not the means to buy an oil painting 
might take a copper etching, (which is no less 
a work of high art), or astee] engraving, wood 
cut or even a photo to enjoy the beauty ofa 
picture, but to take a ‘colored’ pheto or a 
‘chromo’ for artistic substitutes is of 
colossal size.

BANDIT REIGN IN CUBA. 


Another Wealthy Planter Kidnapped and 
Held for Ransom—Business Paralyzed, 


Special to the World. 

Key West, April 22.—Latest advices from 
Cuba say that four bandits attacked a farm 
near Cardenas and demanded money. The 

roprietor told them to return in the evening. 
Iwo returned at the appointed lime, when one 
was captured by troops stationed at the farm 
awaiting their arrival. 

Ramon Cruz, a wealthy pin residing in 
Palacios, thirty miles fronrHavana,went to his 
estate in Elsitio de las Asimas, on the outskirts 
of Palacios,and was kidnapped by five armed 
bandits on horseback, dressed_as soldiers. He is 
held in some unknown place for $10,000 ran- 
som. This kidnapping was efected within 300 
yards of town. Some say the bandits took Cruz 
toward Puercos Gordos, which is in Santa Cruz 
de los Pinos. Others think he was taken in 
another direction, toward El Toro mountains. 
His wife has received an autograph letter from 
him, in which he states that he is held for 
$10,000 and instructs her to give the money 
demanded. 

She was interyiewed shortly after by, the 
press, but refused to give particulars, She says 
thatifshe tells where her husband is held or to 
whom she is to pay the her Wy will be mur- 


dered and his head sent her the captors. 
Two prominent merchants of Havana were in- 
terviewed, as follows: 

“Whatis your opinion regarding General 
Marin’s action declaring the provinces in a 
state of war, and do you think lis action will 
exterminate the numerous bands of bandits 
that now infest Cuba?”’ 

‘Tt isan absurdity and an outrage, with no 
foundation whatever. ‘The island is in perfect 
peace so far as the Cubans are concerned, and 
it is indeed a disgrace that the government of 
Cuba should take such extraordinary measures 
fora handful of bandits that now infests the 
country.. The reason they are having so much 
trouble with bandits is because over one-half 
of the crimes ccmuinitted are 
eifected through some prominent oflicials who 
are closely connected with the government and 
who share with the bandits their spoils.” 

“Will Marin’s proclamation interfere with 
business ?”’ 

‘‘Undoubtedly, especially in sugar and tobac- 
co. Our clerks are afraid to go in the country 
to buy tobacco, anc. we would by no means un- 
dextake the trip ourselves. If we are not kid- 
napped by baadits and compelled to pay enor- 
mous ransoms we are liable to be outraged by 
troops, who don’t distinguish the honest citi- 
zen from the bandit and often shoot innocent 
citizens, harmless men by mistake. The sugar 
merchants are in the same fix, and perhaps 
worse.”’

There is not inthe state of Georgia a more 
interesting tribunal than the supreme court, 
and one of the most interesting points about 
this very able and learned court is its reversing 
powers. . 

In this respect, asin many other respects, 
the supreme court is remarkable. 

Indeed, as row constituted, it has won its 


spurs as the 
GREAT REVERSING COURT. 

The principal object of the supreme court, 
as everybody knows, or ought to know, is the 
correction of errers committed by the courts 
below. The people generally have no idea of 
the amount.of werk done by this tribunal in 
the matter of reversed judgments. 

It is interesting to take up the docket and 
study it with a view to ascertaining the num- 
ber of reversed judgments there recorded, for, 
say, the past six months. It must be borne in 
mind, however, that absolute accuracy in 
every particular is not claimed for the follow- 
ing showing. But an examination of 
the docket of the supreme 
court frem the beginning of the fall term in 
last October up to the present time, can be 
taken as a basis for an. approximate estimate. 
It should be stated this showing is made in 
reference to cases which have been actually 
decided. 

THE FALL TERM. 

Judge Marshall Clarke presides in the At- 
lanta circuit. In eighteen cases which went 
up tothe supreme court from this circuit the 
judgmect was affirmed, and in eleyen 
cases the judgment was reversed. 

In the city court of Atlanta, Judge Howard 
Van Epps presides. In nine cases which 
caine before the high tribunal from his court, 
the judgmént was affirmed, and in six cases 
the judgment was reversed. 

Judge Richard Clark is at the head of the 
Stone Mountain circuit. In four cases irom 
his court the judgment was aftirmed, and in 
three the judgment was reversed. 

The middle circuit is presided over by Judge 
James H. Hines. In five cases there were 
attirmances, and in nine cases he was re- 
versed. 

Judge Roney sits on the bench in the Au- 
gusta cirenit. Eight of his judgments 
were affirmed and six were reversed. 

Judge Eve’ has charge of the city court of 
Augusta. He was affirmed in three cases and 
reversed in two. 

The Northern circuit isrepresented byJudge 
Sam Lumpkin. In five cases the judgment 
was aflirmed and in five cases the Judgment 
was reversed. 

Judge N. L. Hutchins, of the Western cir- 
cuit, was aflirmed in six cases and reversed in 
one case, 

The Northeastern circuit, with] Judge Well- 
born in charge, shows five aflirmances and 
four reversals. 

Judge James Brown presides in the Blue 
Ridge circuit. There were aflirmances 
in five cases which went up from his 
court, and he was not reversed ina single 
case. This cannot be said of any other super- 
ior court judge in Georgia for the fall term. 

Judge Fain, of the Cherokee circuit, was 
affirmed in ten cases and reversed in nine. 

In the Rome circuit, Judge Maddox presid- 
ing, there were five aflirmances and four re- 
versed judgments. 

Judge Sampson Harris hascharge of the 
Coweiacircuit. In this circuit one judgment 
was aflirmed and one judgment was reversed. 

Judge Adamson, of the city court of Car- 
roliton, secured four attirmed judgments and 
three reversed judgments. 

In the Flint circuit, Judge James Boynton 
presiding, there were thirteen afiirmances and 
only:two reversed judgments. 

Judge Jenkins, of the Ocmulgee circuit, 
yas aflirmed in two cases and reversed in six. 

The Macon circuit is presided over by Jndge 
Gustin. In eleven cases he got aftirmances 
and in four cases he got reversals. 

Judge Charles J. Harris, of the city court of 
Macon, was attirmed four times and reversed 
six times. | 

Judge James M. Smith presides in the Chat- 
tahoochee circuit, Fifteen affirmances are 
here recorded, and nine reversed judgments. 

In the city court of Columbus, Judge Porter 
Ingram, there were no allirmances and one re- 
versal. 

Judge John S. Clarke, of the Pataula cir- 
cuit, Was attirmed in six cases and reversed in 
three. 

In the Southwestern circuit Judge Allan 
Fort had his judgments afiirmed in ten 
cases and reversed in five cases. 

Judge Bower, of the Albany circuit, was af- 
firmed ten times, and reversed six times. 

Judge Tlansell, of the southern circuit, had 
no judgments atiirmed. He was reversed iu 
One Cae. 

The Oconce circuit, Judge Kibbee presiding, 
shows four attirmances and three reversals. 

Judge Spencer Atkinson presides over the 
Brunswick circuit. Ingseven cases he was 
Girmed, and in four eases he was reversed. 

Judge Pratt Adams, of the eastern circuit, 
SCcured four aftirmances and was reversed in 
Wo Cases. 

Judge Hardin, of the city court of Savan- 

nah, six afirmances and two reversals.

A SUMMARY. 

So out of the 325 cases decided since the be- 
ginning of the last fall term. the judgment in 
15 has been affirmed, and i133 has been re- 
versed. 

The above estimate is based upon cases de- 
cided: anc it will be observed that while a few 
cases go up from some circuits, many cases go 
upfrom other circuits. There is no way of 
course in getting at the number of cases which 
ought to come to the supreme court, but which 
fer various reasons never reach that tribunal. 

it is well understood that it is more expen- 
sive to bring up acase from a distant cireuit 
than from anear circuit. Then, too, there is 
@ vast dilerence in the amount of litigation in 
the difieront circuits.
